Movement. German revisionist shuns the fatherland 
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Within the next few days tens of thousands of football fans from across Europe 
will be coming to England for the start of Euro ’96, the biggest sporting event in 
England for 30 years. Unfortunately the spectre of football hooliganism threatens 
to overshadow the event, although whether the sometimes wild predictions being 
made by some of the press materialise is quite another matter. 

Over the past few years Searchlight has been the first to expose the attempts by 
Combat 18 to recruit and direct football hooligans. But this time we believe that 
C18 is not the principal threat to order. A combination of pending court cases, 
internal feuds and jealousy from hooligan gangs has put C18 on the sidelines for 
now. While this could change rapidly, this is the present situation and Searchlight 
believes that the media need to take more responsibility in their reporting. For 
some it is simply a matter of confusing fascist activity by a minority around hooli- 
ganism with the general xenophobic nationalism that surrounds many followers of 
the national team. For others it has become easier to blame an identifiable group 
such as C18 for any trouble, rather than addressing the almost endemic problems 
of the nationalism that has become associated with English hooliganism, and the 
large numbers of young men who use football as an excuse to fight. 

To find answers to these fundamental problems would require an examination 
of English culture and the increasingly nationalistic and xenophobic political cli- 
mate. Can we really expect hooligans to act in any other way when some political 
leaders believe flying the flag is Euro-bashing? 

While Searchlight hopes that these championships pass peacefully, we also 
believe it will be a missed opportunity for the English football authorities to begin 
to undercut the nationalism that has been linked with the national side. For too 
long they hoped that someone else would solve the problem, whether it be the 
police or society as a whole. Rather than seizing Euro ’96 as an opportunity to pro- 
mote genuine football supporters, encouraging them to return to following 
England, especially abroad, it seems these long-term considerations are being for- 
gotten amid short-term financial gain. Unless the Football Association acts quickly 
to change the atmosphere of English supporters away from home, scenes of vio- 
lence will return to our television screens in the forthcoming World Cup qualifiers. 
If this occurs then hosting the European Championships will be viewed as a missed 
opportunity, for which the Football Association must take part of the blame. 

The retirement through ill health of Lord Chief Justice Taylor is a sad occasion 
for all who value the true rule of law and order. This man, who many say has the 
true wisdom of a latter-day Solomon, will be sorely missed. His pronouncements 
on issues affecting Britain’s black citizens have been bold and sensible. His dis- 
dain at racism both in the streets and in our institutions has been no less wise. He 
has towered above those such as our present Home Secretary who do all for polit- 
ical expediency and nothing towards justice. We wish him well and hope for his 
full recovery from the cancer that has forced his early retirement.

he past two months have been 

marked by an unprecedented 

increase in in-fighting among 
Britain’s nazis and a growing list of 
people at the heart of the nazi terror 
group Combat 18 being raided by the 
police. 

Under attack from his former allies in 
North America and Scandinavia, C18’s street 
leader, Charlie Sargent, has been looking in 
two directions for survival. On one side he 
has been cultivating an ongoing association 
with the outer fringes of the Ulster Loyalists 
and their mainland supporters, in particular 
those who reject the Northern Ireland peace 
process. In addition to this, he is fighting to 
regain full control of the nazi music and skin- 
head scene in Britain and restore his links 
with the more important nazi music opera- 
tions in the rest of Europe. 

Last month Searchlight reported C18’s 
small and useless turnout at Bolton, when the 
Derry Apprentice Boys paraded for a few 
yards through the town and the day ended 
with fighting between C18 and Yorkshire 
nazis. 

London two weeks later, on 27 April, was 
the scene of more embarrassment for C18. 
Unlike last year Sargent was unable to repeat 
his performance of stewarding the 300-strong 
Loyalist parade by marching his thugs along 
the pavement. This time it appears Sargent 
left operations in the hands of Warren Glass, 
a west London British National Party organis- 
er and potential parliamentary candidate. 
Glass operated with the able assistance of the 
recently released fascist Loyalist gun runner 
Terry Blackham and Matthew Osbury, a well 
‘ known football hooligan. 

Glass and his incredibly violent followers, 
who include football thugs from the Chelsea 
Headhunters and Oxford United, have been 
working with C18 and even enjoying C18’s 
support on BNP paper sales without a peep of 
complaint out of BNP leader John Tyndall, 
who proscribed C18 two years ago. 

The links between Glass and C18’s Mark 
Atkinson, who some believe will take over 
C18’s_ street operations if Sargent and 
William “Wilf the Beast” Browning are sen- 
tenced to prison when they face the courts 
next month, are worrying, as both men have a 
significant following of seriously violent 
men. 

At least two Ku Klux Klan cross burnings 
have been staged in the Thames Valley area 
in recent weeks. Atkinson was exposed in 
Searchlight six years ago as a KKK activist in

that very area. Informants inside C18 tell us 
that his KKK activity is just a smokescreen to 
divert the attention of the police from his 
more serious activities. 

The only casualties at this year’s Loyalist 
parade in London, which was held behind a 
huge police operation, were some Loyalist 
bandsmen from Scotland who were drinking 
with their families in a different pub from the 
one the nazis were using. 

At the start of the parade the police separat- 
ed the nazis from the Loyalist marchers and 
succeeded in keeping them apart for the dura- 
tion of the event, although the nazis were 
allowed to walk alongside. At one point a 
C18 member who tried to insist on joining the 
march was manhandled away by both police 
and marchers. 

The continuing association between the 
Derry Apprentice Boys and C18 and other 
nazi elements, which some Apprentice Boys’ 
officials admit to, is causing internal prob- 
lems among the Loyalists. A growing number 
are demanding genuine action rather than 
empty promises to rid the organisation of its 
nazi support. 








































































































The peace 
process _ rejec- 
tionists who recently staged bomb hoaxes in 
Dublin and at its airport may have a C18 con- 
nection, as a group of C18 activists on a trip 
to the Irish capital at the time sent postcards 
with hate messages to their perceived ene- 
mies in England. 

A week before the London march was the 
most important date in the nazi calendar. 
Sargent was keen to make this year’s Hitler 
birthday fest a “main event” by putting on a 
gig attended by at least 450 people. As at 
least a third of them were due to come from 
abroad, he claimed it would re-establish his 
credentials with the wider skinhead move- 
ment after months of feuding with groups 
within Blood and Honour who were standing 
up to him and his louts in an increasingly mil- 
itant fashion. 

The main overseas contingent who turned 
up consisted of around 40 Italian skinheads, a 
group that has an ongoing enmity towards 
British skinheads. Many overseas guests 
arriving during the day were left high and dry, 
because Sargent was too busy moving his

partner to her new home to be bothered about 
them. At least one visitor from abroad was 
arrested and later deported. 

The event, which took place at one of 
C18’s regular watering holes in Enfield, north 
London, was atterded by somewhat fewer 
than 200 nazis. Fighting between the Italians 
and the hosts broke out shortly after the gig 
started. The evening ended in fiasco and was 
more of an insult to than a celebration of 
Hitler’s birthday. 

Furious and looking for a scapegoat, C18 
sent “the boys” to Kent to threaten “Brad”, 
the key man in Squadron, a nazi band enjoy- 
ing a growing international reputation, espe- 
cially in the USA. C18 is: accusing Brad of 
every crime against the nazi movement they 
can think of, from working for Searchlight to 
being an MIS5 asset. Despite the fact that the 
team who turned up at his house included 
Browning, presently on bail, and three or four 
others, Brad refused to be pushed around. Not 
one of them had the guts to fight and a short

time later the band of nazi heroes put a brick 
through his window and fled. 

All they have achieved is to increase the 
international pressure on Charlie’s gang. The 
biggest of the nazi Internet Web sites, the 
Resistance Network, named C18 as enemies 
of the movement, an accusation taken up and 
published in the glossy Scandinavian nazi 
magazine Nordland. Sargent lies accused of 
besmirching the memory of Ian Stuart 
Donaldson, the founder of Blood and Honour, 
and of only being interested in the type of 
power with which he can rake in the cash for 
himself and his gang. 

According to Resistance: “C18 threatens 
anybody, any organisation, that does not do 
what it tells them to do or pledge allegiance 
to them. To date they have threatened Paul 
from No Remorse, Alex and Battlezone, vari- 
ous BNP members, Resistance Records, 
Nordland, Against All Odds, Odins Lodge, 
Squadron, English Rose and Viking fanzine, 
because they have not sworn allegiance to 
C18.” The statement ends with the words of 
David Lane, the best known of the Order ter- 
rorists serving life imprisonment in the USA, 
who still exerts a major influence on the 
international nazi movement: “A _ fool 
judges men after their words. A wise man 
judges others after their actions and 
accomplishments”. 

Some British nazis are finding it hard to 
work out where they should stand over this 
issue. Issue 38 of the nazi skinhead magazine 
British Oi! praises Squadron and later attacks 





them as enemies. Editor Chris Hipkin is 
clearly trying to keep on everyone’s right 
side. 

But C18 has more to contend with than in- 
fighting. The authorities now appear to be 
working to a concerted plan to break C18. 
The appearance of Stormer issue 6, contain- 
ing more hit lists, after the publishers knew it 
had been declared illegal led to raids on a 
number of homes in west London. Mark 
Atkinson, Robin Gray and Darren Crewe 
have all been released on police bail pending 
further enquiries. 

C18’s street leadership are now holed up in 
a rented property in Chelmsford, Essex. 
Martin Cross and his wife moved into 
Chelmsford with the help of long-time friends 
of Sargent and now the boss himself and his 
brother Steve have also taken up residence. It 
is thought that others may join them. The 
town has a flourishing drugs scene and young 
nazis have been busy recruiting in the area for 
several months now. 

Despite stories spread by Yorkshire BNP 
members opposed to C18 that The Order 
would not appear again, a new issue has been 
published and the influence of Dave Myatt, 
the nazi satanist and martial arts expert, is 
stronger than ever on its pages. Putsch, the 
C18 newsletter, has been replaced with a dou- 
ble-sided sheet entitled Streicher. This is real- 
ly just a hate sheet consisting of two pages of 
uninterrupted violent ranting. Myatt’s own 
out-of-this-world material is still pouring out 
on a regular basis.

English Nationalist Movement 

(ENM) is studying for a degree 
in history with theology and religious 
studies at Kent University. Troy 
Southgate, who is in his early thirties, 
is a key activist in the tiny extremist 
group and has been distributing its 
hate propaganda on the university 
campus. 

Southgate, a second-year student, has a 
long pedigree as a fascist. In the late 1980s he 
was the National Front organiser in his home 
town of Crowborough in East Sussex and was 
listed as an NF political prisoner in National 
Front News while imprisoned at Lewes for 
attacking someone with an iron bar. In 1991 
he moved to Tunbridge Wells, where he pro- 
duced a fascist publication, Kent Crusader, in 
support of the NF splinter group, the 
International Third Position (ITP). The fol- 
lowing year, Southgate surfaced in Dover, 
where he ran the local branch of the ITP 
before becoming involved in the ENM. 


The ENM was formed in winter 1992, after 
the Dover branch of the ITP and various other 
supporters became disillusioned with the 
ITP’s leaders, such as Colin Todd, Derek 
Holland and James Fennessey. Since then the 
ENM has produced and distributed propagan- 
da, including stickers, leaflets and posters, as 
well as establishing two regular publications, 
The Crusader and Catalyst. It also operates 
its own book club, Rising Press, which sells 
antisemitic, fascist and third positionist mate- 
rial. The ENM claims that it is part of a wider 
network of like-minded organisations called 
the Liaison Committee for Revolutionary 
Nationalism (LCRN). 

The ENM’s political ideology is heavily 
influenced by the third positionist ideas that 
led to the formation of the NF’s Political 
Soldiers during the 1980s. NF radicals reject- 
ed both capitalism and communism, in favour 
of a “third position” which advocated the bru- 
tal destruction of contemporary urban society 
and a return to small-scale rural communities. 
This quasi-mysticism was aligned with 
vicious antisemitism, racism and a belief in 
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Troy Southgate 


which killed 85 people and injured more than 
200. 

The ENM’s publications have reworked 
these third positionist ideas in a series of arti- 
cles on distributism and Strasserism. The 
Crusader also contains virulent antisemitism 
and a paranoid obsession with a world Jewish 
conspiracy. Under the guise of “anti- 
Zionism” or “anti-internationalism”, it has 
expressed support for Louis Farrakhan’s 
Nation of Islam and Islamic terrorists, such as 
Hamas. The ENM is also vehemently racist 
and calls for the “repatriation” of all black 
people from Britain. It is fanatically opposed 
to abortion and supports the nazi environmen- 
tal doctrines of “Blood and Soil” which pos- 
tulate a spiritual connection between “race” 
and the land. In recent issues of The 
Crusader, a number of articulate articles have 
outlined militant strategies for the fascist 
movement. In particular, it has argued for the 
establishment of cell structures, community- 
based initiatives and the infiltration of other 
organisations. 

The ENM describes itself as “an insurgen-

the necessity of violence and 
terrorism as political tactics. 
The aim was to foment a spiritu- 
al rebirth which would create a 
“new man” and a new racially 
pure and homogeneous society. 
These ideas drew on a number 
of disparate sources, such as the 
Italian nazi theorist Julius 
Evola, the “anti-capitalist” 
Strasserite faction of the Nazi 
party, Colonel Gadaffi’s Green 
Book and the distributist eco- 
nomics of G K Chesterton and 
Hillaire Belloc. A key influence 
on the NF were the Italian ter- 
rorists of the Armed 
Revolutionary Nuclei, such as 
Roberto Fiore and Massimo 
Morcello, who fled to Britain to 
evade serving time for crimes 
committed in Italy and the 
interest of the police and magis- 
trates in links between them and

cy movement fighting a war against the 
British state” and is highly critical of the elec- 
toral politics of the British National Party. A 
recently published ENM statement strongly 
rejected moves by the would-be BNP fiihrer 
Nick Griffin to create a limited “united front” 
among nationalists. The statement lambasted 
the BNP for its “racial Toryism” and exposed 
Griffin’s peculiar change of views, from his 
days in the NF, when ‘he was one of the prime 
instigators of “revolutionary nationalism”, to 
his current support for the “reactionary” BNP. 

Instead of overt electoral politics, the ENM 
believes in the creation of autonomous cells 
of three or four activists, who will be ideolog- 
ically committed and highly trained “cadres”. 
These cells would operate independently of 
each other but would be united by their core 
fascist ideology and tactics. Their stated aim 
is “activity that will undermine society in an 
effort to hasten the day when chaos will hit 
the streets ... once this happens we can start 
to have an influence within communities who 
wish to maintain order in their locality. In 
effect, we will attempt to establish Nationalist 
enclaves and consolidate those areas as posi- 
tions of strength from which it may be possi- 
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The discovery that the nazi thug Troy 
Southgate is studying at Kent University has 
sharpened the focus of Kent Anti-Fascist 
Committee’s attempt to curb the activities of 
the various nazi groups and activists in the 
county. 

Although some students’ union members 
have opposed any action against Southgate, 
claiming he is entitled to be heard, this view 
has not proved popular with the majority of 
students. Kent AFC is continuing to cam- 
paign actively, with the support of 
Searchlight, to have Southgate removed 
from the campus. 


Tales of the Canterbury nazis 
As long ago as the interwar years there were 
British fascists in Canterbury. More recently, 
in the 1970s, the National Front (NF), the 
main postwar nazi movement, achieved a 
high profile in the city: at the October 1974 
general election the NF candidate, Captain 
McKilliam, polled 1,096 votes; his successor 
in 1979, Joan White, received 941 votes. 
Recently Robert Relf, one of Britain’s 
most notorious nazis and racists, now living 
in the area, was jailed for refusing to pay his 





ble to launch a fight-back.” The ENM 
believes that it will be easier to carry out vio- 
lent disruption if it is organised in these small 
cells which are more difficult for anti-fascists 
and the authorities to monitor. 

This strategy, as the ENM admits, is 
remarkably similar to the “leaderless resis- 
tance” methods of the nazi terrorists of 
Combat 18 and their political wing, the 
National Socialist Alliance. C18-NSA’s belief 
in an “Aryan homeland” as a base for racist 
organisation is identical to the ENM’s idea of 
a community of “nationalist resistance” who 
can strike back in times of social breakdown. 
It is no surprise then that the recently estab- 
lished ENM northern contact point is the 
York PO Box run by the influential NSA ide- 
ologue David Myatt. Many of Myatt’s own 
writings have also encouraged the creation of 
semi-underground cells which will engage in 
covert terrorist activity against society (see 
Searchlight July 1995). Both Myatt and the 
ENM also appear to enjoy the active support 
of Kevin Watmough, the Bradford nazi who 
is playing an important role in a number of 
fascist organisations. 

As well as carrying out “subversion”, the 
ENM’s cells are urged to become involved in 
community-based activities ranging from 
self-sufficient small businesses to workers’ 
cooperatives. This is in line with its economic 
ideas but it would also give activists a local 
base within the wider community. More wor- 
ryingly, it is suggested that activists should 
organise themselves into “community mili- 
tias” who would carry out “vigilante actions”. 
This is not a new concept; the NF organised 
“anti-mugging patrols” in London in 1987 
until they were stopped by Searchlight’s 
exposure and the conviction of their organiser 
for violent offences. However, the ENM 
poses a far more dangerous and militant 
threat with its demands that these militias 
should carry out martial arts training, arm 
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local council tax, only to be rescued from his 
cell when Lady Jane Birdwood paid his fine. 

The man who has done most to maintain a 
neo-nazi presence in Canterbury is Arthur 
Dennis Whiting, who was, until his retire- 
ment last year, rare books librarian at the 
University of Kent’s Templeman Library. He 
was a founder member of the NF and its key 
local organiser until the 1980s, when he 
joined the British National Party, a break- 
away from the NF. Faced with considerable 
hostility from the university’s students and 
staff, Whiting kept a low profile in recent 
years, concentrating on the Institute for 
Nationalist Affairs (INA), a far right “think 
tank”. 

Since his retirement, however, Whiting 
has become more publicly active. In recent 
weeks he and other BNP members have 
been pushing leaflets through doors all over 
Canterbury. He may be preparing to stand as 
the BNP candidate for Canterbury at the 
forthcoming general election. 

One of Whiting’s cronies in the local BNP 
(and the INA) is Michael Anthony Finucane, 
a teacher who once worked as a Procurator 
Fiscal Depute and a State Advocate in

Malawi. Another local BNP activist is Brian 
Dobing, who has worked as a painter and 
decorator. He has a record of nazi activity 
stretching back to the 1970s. 

One of the more demented local fascists is 
Geoffrey Smith, a self-confessed “white 
racist and pro-nazi’”, who is active in the 
shadowy League of St George. Smith has for 
many years been responsible for churning 
out hardline antisemitic material including 
audio hate tapes. 

Any or all of these individuals could have 
been responsible for the racist leafleting 
campaigns in Canterbury during 1990, 1992, 
1993 and 1995. 

Searchlight intelligence officers have 
recently trailed well known former members 
of the Blood and Honour nazi music scene 
to the area. In the week of Combat 18’s 
gathering to mark Hitler’s birthday on 20 
April, they were able to infiltrate a gig in 
Canterbury attended by a group of Italian 
skinheads who had come for the C18 event.

themselves with guns and join the Territorial 
Army so that ENM cadres can be “trained 
by the state in order to deal with its 


consequences”. 
The ENM is also keen to infiltrate its mem- 
bers into other organisations and has 


described how this can be achieved in great 
detail in The Crusader. In its own words, 
“Entryism is the name given to the process of 
entering (infiltrating) bona fide organisations, 
institutions and political parties using cadres 
with the intention of either gaining control of 
them for our own ends, misdirecting (disrupt- 
ing) them for our our own ends or converting 
sections of their memberships to our cause.” 
Organisations that would be targeted by the 
ENM include trade unions, the civil service, 
student groups, environmentalists, left-wing 
groups and the armed forces (eg the 
Territorial Army). The fascists would infil- 
trate these groups in order to gather intelli- 
gence on their political opponents, gain 
access to resources (eg money and printing 
facilities), promote their own political view- 
point, learn skills, such as the use of weapons, 
and create disruption in society. 

This idea has been espoused by David 
Myatt in a number of articles giving guidance

to the NSA, and the ENM similarly regards it 
as a vital strategy: “Up until now we have 
always tried to fight the enemy overtly. No 
longer! We must smash them from within ... 
We know that the ballot box has nothing to 
offer us ... the new way is subversive action, 
working within society’s institutions and 
organisations with committed revolutionaries 
... it is the only possible road to victory.” 

At present the ENM is a small organisation 
with less than 100 members, who are mostly 
active in Kent, but it would be wrong to dis- 
miss it entirely because of this. The ENM is 
not interested in a mass membership and is 
more concerned to build up support from fas- 
cist cadres who are ideologically fanatical, 
tactically astute and committed to violence. 
The danger posed by its strategies of “leader- 
less resistance” and “entryism” is that they 
are ideas which can be copied and successful- 
ly put into practice by any right-wing extrem- 
ist, not just those who support the peculiar 
mishmash of the ENM’s policies. Its tactical 
guidance and inspiration to other nazis, 
through its propaganda, are more of a threat 
to society than its own organisational capabil- 
ity. Searchlight will be monitoring the ENM 
closely. 





Still no justice for 
Stephen Lawrence 


The case against three men accused of 
the murder of black student Stephen 
Lawrence collapsed when the judge 
ruled key identification evidence 
inadmissible. 


Stephen Lawrence, 18, was waiting at a 
bus stop in Eltham, south London, in April 
1993, when he was attacked by a gang of 
racists and stabbed to death. 

His friend, Duwayne Brooks, now 21, was 
with him at the bus stop and was the main eye 
witness. Duwayne admitted that he had not 
seen the faces of the attackers and, by the 
time he picked the youths out at an identity 
parade, had already heard their names from 
local gossip. He also suffered from post 
traumatic stress after the attack. 


There is no doubt that three accused, Neil 
Acourt, 20, Luke Knight, 18, and Gary 
Dobson, 20, were violent psychopathic 
racists. Police had bugged Dobson’s flat with 
a miniature video camera. The film shows the 
three making crude racist remarks and talking 
about torturing and mutilating black people. 

In one sequence, Acourt uses a large knife 
to hack and stab at walls and furniture and 
gives the others advice on how to use the 
weapon. 

Acourt says: “I reckon that every nigger 
should be chopped up, mate, and they should 
be left with nothing but f***ing stumps”. A 
police raid found seven knives in the flat, 
including a Gurkha Kukri. 

Also on the film were David Norris, who 
was originally charged but not committed for 


trial, Charlie Martin and Danny Caetano. 

Stephen’s parents, Neville and Doreen 
Lawrence, took out a private prosecution after 
the Crown Prosecution Service withdrew 
from the case. After the case collapsed, 
Neville Lawrence said: “I believe in fairness. 
I don’t think what happened today is fair”. 

Imran Khan, the family’s solicitor, said the 
family had been let down by the “entire 
criminal system’. The initial police 
investigation was bungled, the CPS should 
not have withdrawn from the case, and the 
decision to rule out the evidence of Duwayne 
Brooks was “surprising and unfortunate”. 

Azim Hajee, a campaigner in support of 
the family, asked: “What is it that black 
people have to do... that ordinary folk have 
to do, to get justice?” 


Government defeated over torture victims 


The government has been forced to restore the rights 
of asylum seekers who say they have been tortured. 
The move follows a government defeat in the House of 
Lords, where the Conservatives lost a crucial vote by 
143 votes to 124. 

Those people who can show a “reasonable claim’ 
that they have been victims of torture, or who come 
from a country where there is recent evidence of 
torture, will be exempt from the “fast track” 
procedure, under which asylum seekers from a “white 
list’ of countries will be dealt with in three to six 
weeks, with short time limits for appeal. The “white 
list” is expected to include India, Pakistan, Ghana, 
Cyprus, Bulgaria, Poland and Romania. 

Government spokeswoman Baroness Blatch had 
earlier warned that the Lords’ amendment could 
encourage bogus asylum seekers. She rejected a plea 
for alleged tortured victims not to be sent to other 
“safe’’ countries. Baroness Shirley Williams described 
a “kind of brutal pass the parcel’, as asylum seekers 
were moved from one safe country to another. 

The Medical Foundation for the Care of Victims of 
Torture has been invited to help train immigration 
officers. 

The High Court has challenged the Home 
Secretary’s view on the safety of third countries. Mr 
Justice Holden overturned a decision by immigration 
appeal adjudicators which upheld the refusal by the 
Home Secretary to grant asylum to five people. The 
Home Secretary wanted to deport the five to Belgium.

The 14-year-old was waiting at a bus stop 
with a friend when a car stopped and four 
white youths got out.

Janet Ludlow, the Liberal leader in 
Bow has promised to fight against the 
link. And John Rush, leader of Stifford 
tenants in Stepney, has said he will stop 
paying his council tax in protest. 

Rita Bensley, who lives on the Isle of 
Dogs said: “Islanders I know are against 
all this money wasted by the borough 
and are set to take it up.” 

If the council bows to pressure from 
the white backlash, it will lose a source 
of potential European funding. Council 
leader Dennis Twomey pointed out: 
“The European Commission is 
interested in funding councils that are 
twinned in Europe and the Third 
World.”

@ ASHDOWN KNIFEMAN JAILED 
Christopher Mason, 51, the drunk racist 
who tried to stab Paddy Ashdown MP, 
has been jailed for a year. 

Mason pleaded guilty to affray and 
using or threatening unlawful violence. 

Mason has a long series of previous 
convictions, including assault on the 
police, possession of an offensive weapon 
and possession of firearms. 

Mr Ashdown was investigating racist 
attacks in Yeovil, in the company of the 
local vicar, Rev Mark Ellis. Mason 
approached and said he wanted to talk. 
A woman appeared and accused Asians 
of being the racists. Mason then tried to 
knee Mr Ashdown in the groin and, 
when that failed, tried to stab him in the 
neck with a flick knife. 

Mr Ashdown, who was an officer in 
the Royal Marines, was able to block the 
knife to one side. 

(Daily Mail 11.4.96) 
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slashed with a knife. He was treated in 
hospital. 

Two Asian women were attacked by a gang 
of youths on 3 April. The women, aged 21 
and 33, were walking along Bow Common 
Lane, when about 12 youths, both black and 
white, began to shout abuse. As the women 
tried to escape, the gang threw stones and 
wood and kicked them in the back. The two 
main attackers were both white, aged about 
17 and 13. 

Three white youths attacked a black 
youngster whom they spotted on a tube train. 
They shouted racist abuse and then followed 
their 17-year-old victim off the train at Bow 
Road. After punching and kicking him, they 
left him lying on the ground. The attack took 
place on 28 March. 

In a separate attack, a middle-aged Chinese 
man was attacked from behind by four white 
youths. The 48-year-old man was pulled to 
the ground and kicked and punched in the 
attack, on 2 April. He suffered a fractured 
jaw, and a gashed forehead. The attackers 
were aged between 14 and 16. 

In Poplar, two cowardly youths attacked a 
young Asian girl. The 16-year-old was 
crossing into Fawe Street on 28 March, when 
the two youths shouted at her. One of them 
walked up to her and slapped her around the 
face. Both youths were aged about 18. One 
was white and the other was black. 

In Hoxton, two men were found outside an 
Indian restaurant after a petrol bomb attack. 
They were outside Eva’s in Hoxton Street and 
had burns to their faces and hands. Police 
reported that two men had been arrested. 


Barking, E London 

Ten white youths beat up two Asian 
schoolboys outside the gates of Barking 
Abbey School. An eyewitness claimed that 
teachers did nothing to help. 

Harjinder Singh, secretary of the 
Dashmesh Darbar Sikh Temple, said: “The 
boys were leaving school at 3pm when they 
were set upon by a group of older white boys. 
When they fell to the ground they were 
kicked violently in the body and head. 

“I saw all of this happen in full view of the 
school, with parents and children looking on. 
There were no teachers on duty at the gate but 
I did see teachers watching the attack from 
inside the school. Not one of them came out 
to help.” 

Head teacher Tony Maxwell denied that 
there had been a series of racist attacks at the 
school. He said that teachers had done what 
they could by phoning for the police. 

Two of the alleged attackers have been 
arrested. 


Romford, E London 

A man was blinded in an attack by skinheads 
on 26 February. The victim, a gardener aged 
26, was thrown through a shop window. He 


suffered cuts and bruising and was 
permanently blinded in one eye. 
The attackers, who were all white, were in 


their twenties. 


Islington, N London 

A white gang were such cowards that they 
outnumbered an Asian man 15 to one when 
they attacked him. 

The 29-year-old man was walking towards 
Old Street tube station on 11 April when the 
gang spotted him. 

The gang shouted racial abuse and punched 
and kicked him to the ground. They then 
smashed him in the face with a lump of 
concrete. 

The victim made his own way to the Royal 
London Hospital in Whitechapel, where he 
was treated for broken teeth and other 
injuries. 

A meeting of the Islington Assembly 
Against Racism took place on 28 April to 
discuss the situation. Hafiz Rahman, a 
member of the assembly, said: “It seems 
something organised is going on.” 

In another incident, also in Islington, 
members of a Bangladeshi family were sitting 
in the living room of their flat on Easter 
Monday, when a petrol bomb was thrown 
through the window. 

The mother of the family, aged 52, was in 
the room with her two-year-old grandchild 
and two of her children. She was splashed 
with blazing petrol but managed to avoid 
serious injury. 

The contents of the room, including 
furniture and a television, were completely 
destroyed and the family have now moved to 
a secret address. 

The family had lived at the flat in Naish 
Court, Kings Cross, for 15 years. 

Hafiz Rahmad, of the Islington South 
Bangladeshi Association, said: “This was an 
organised attack. The family have had to go 
and stay with relatives because they are very 
frightened.” 

A spokeswoman for the police said: “We 
are treating this as arson and think it may be 
racially motivated.” 


Greenwich, SE London 
Reported racist attacks fell by 17 to 383 last 
year. But many black and Asian families still 
live in a state of siege. 

Mrs Bulvinder Lall lives with her husband 
and four children on the notorious Woolwich 
Common estate. The children, aged 13, 12, 10 
and eight, are not allowed to play in the 
garden for fear of racist attacks. 

Recently Mrs Lall and two of her children 
had to flee from a children’s playground 
when they were pelted with stones. Her son 
was struck on the head with a full can of coke 
as he played in the front garden. 

Mrs Lall said: “To the children it is a jail, 
we are effectively prisoners in our home.” 


And throughout the 
rest of the country 


Reports continue to come in of other 
racial incidents, no _ less _ serious, 
occurring outside the capital. 


Bath 


A Bath family, victims of a race hate 
campaign, have suffered another attack. A 
brand new Renault Espace car, bought to 
replace one destroyed in an arson attack, has 
had two windows smashed. 

Nicholas Stone, of Combe Down, whose 
wife Aree is Asian, said they and their two 
children had suffered racial abuse for two 
years. Mr Stone said his wife had been 
threatened and that a gang of youths said they 
would burn their house down. 

He said: “My wife is devastated — she has 
only just recovered from the last time and has 
been prescribed special sleeping pills.” 


Peterborough 

Two thugs who attacked an Asian pupil in a 
classroom, on 11 December last year, have 
been sent to a young offenders’ institution. 

One of the attackers shouted racial abuse at 
the 14-year-old boy through a window. The 
boy fled into a neighbouring classroom, 
where a lesson was taking place, but the thugs 
followed him and kicked and punched him to 
the floor. The boy was only saved from more 
serious injuries by teacher David Buddle. 

The two youths, aged 15 and 16, admitted 
affray at Bretton Woods School. Kenneth 
Everitt, chairman of the youth panel, said the 
fact that there was a racist element was 
regarded as an aggravating feature. The 16- 
year-old was sentenced to 120 days in a 
young offenders’ institution and the 15-year- 
old to 60 days. 


Birmingham 

A network of local reporting centres, to help 
victims of racist attacks, is to be set up in 
Birmingham. The move follows a 76 per cent 
increase in reported cases of racial harassment 
in the past four years, from 139 to 245. 

The centres will be based in neighbourhood 
offices, libraries and leisure centres. The 
network is supported by a partnership, 
including West Midlands Police, Birmingham 
City Council and the Commission for Racial 
Equality. The partnership will monitor 
incidents of racial harassment and work to 
raise public awareness of the issue. 

At the launch of the partnership on 22 
April, City Council leader Theresa Stewart 
spoke of the need to educate young people 
about the evils of racial harassment and to 
“punish the perpetrators of these crimes”. She 
said that in her own ward of Billesley there 
had been cases of a pig’s head being thrown 
into the garden of Moslem families. 

Speaking at the launch, a Muslim woman, 
aged 28, said that she had been forced to 
move four times because of racial 


’ 


harassment. Neighbours, both black and 
white, had shouted abuse at her family. 


Scunthorpe 

A man carried out a vicious, unprovoked 
attack in a takeaway restaurant, simply 
because he did not like Asians. Royce 
Goulby, 26, of Brigg, admitted assault 
causing actual bodily harm. 

Goulby entered the Kentucky Fried 
Chicken takeaway on 22 October last year. 
He saw two brothers waiting for their order 
and launched a frenzied attack. 

Goulby, who was already known to the 
police, was identified from photographs. 
When interviewed he said he did not like 
Asians, Pakistanis and Indians. Sentencing 
was postponed pending reports. 


South Wales 


Racial violence has increased faster in the 
South Wales police area than anywhere else in 
Wales or England. In the year to April 1995, 
517 incidents were recorded, an increase of 29 
per cent over the 400 in the previous year. 

Peter Hain, MP for Neath, described the 
rise in attacks as horrific. He called on Welsh 
Secretary William Hague to come up with a 
programme to deal with the abuse, including: 
moves to deal with political extremism, 
community drives to remove racist graffiti, 
work with youth clubs and young people, and 
awareness training for the police. 

Mr Hain said there was complacency in 
Wales about racism. “Because we have such a 
proud record of campaigning against 
apartheid and of internationalism, which goes 
back to, for example, supporting the anti- 
fascist movement in the Spanish Civil War, 
we think this sort of thing can’t happen here.” 

The Anti Nazi League had reported 
increases in fascist activity and this was 
linked to the number of attacks. “Race 
violence follows such political extremism as 
night follows day,” Mr Hain said. 


Derbyshire 
Racial attacks and harassment increased by 
over 20 per cent last year, according to 
Derbyshire police. There were 291 reported 
incidents, compared to 221 the year before. 
Superintendent Tony Hurrell of the 
community safety section said that some of 
the attacks were on people who were 
travelling through the area. He denied that the 
police were complacent and said people 
should report these “distressing occurrences”. 


Lancaster 
An Asian shopkeeper is planning to sell up 
after five years of race hate attacks and abuse. 
Mal Hussein, 42, and his partner, Linda 
Livingstone, have suffered over 500 attacks. 
The police have been called 1,500 times. 
Windows have been smashed, fireworks 
thrown inside the premises, and a petrol 


soaked mattress was used in an arson attack. 

Mal, who runs the corner shop and off 
licence on the Ryelands Woods estate, said: “I 
was nearly killed once when a bullet came 
through the window. I must be the most 
racially abused man in the world, let alone 
Britain. It’s worse than a life sentence.” 

On several occasions gangs of adults have 
gathered outside chanting racist abuse. A 
number of death threats have been made. 
Racist graffiti, including “Burn the Paki 
shop”, and “Mal is a black b*****d”, have 
been daubed outside. 


Police pay out 
for violence 


The Metropolitan Police have made two 
more compensation payments following 
assaults on black members of the public. 
Sir Paul Condon has promised to do 
more to combat racism within the force. 
On 22 March police made an out of 
court settlement of £20,000 to Derick 
Omo, 24. Mr Omo had sued the police 
for assault and wrongful imprisonment. 
He said he and his friend were racially 
abused and assaulted by the police after 
being arrested for arguing with their 


girlfriends. 
He commented: “It was never a 
question of money. Nothing can 


compensate me for the humiliation that 
those officers put me through. Those 
officers are thugs. They should be 
prosecuted for what they did to me.” 

On 26 April Daniel Goswell, 29, was 
awarded a record £302,000 damages by 
a jury. Mr Goswell was sitting in his car 
in Plumstead, southeast London, in 
November 1990, when he was 
approached by police officers and 
handcuffed. PC Rhys Trigg then struck 
him over the head with a truncheon. 

Mr Goswell needed five stitches in a 
head wound and still suffers dizziness, 
headaches and blackouts. He was 
acquitted of assaulting the police. 

PC Trigg was dismissed from the 
police for “wanton abuse of power’’, but 
reinstated following an appeal to the 
Home Secretary. PC Trigg told the court 
that he had no regrets about his 
behaviour and in the same situation 
would do the same again. 

Speaking at a public meeting in 
Lambeth, Sir Paul Condon, 
Commissioner of the Metropolitan Police, 
said there should be “zero tolerance” of 
racism in the police. He admitted that 
there were racists in the police force and 
said that too many black men were 
stopped and searched without cause.

Army told to 


play fair 


The British Army has been condemned 
for complacency and ineptitude over 
widespread discrimination _ against 
black applicants and recruits. The 
Commission for Racial Equality has 
produced a damning indictment of 
existing attitudes and practices, after an 
exhaustive two-year examination of the 
Household Cavalry. 


The Army has agreed to a five-year 
programme of equal opportunity measures to 
be monitored by the CRE. If the measures are 
implemented in a satisfactory way for the first 
year, the threat of a CRE enforcement notice 
will be withdrawn. 

The CRE investigation started following the 
case of Corporal Jacob Malcolm. Cpl Malcolm 
had requested a transfer from the Royal 
Electrical and Mechanical Engineers to a 
Household Cavalry unit. The transfer was 
cancelled when it was discovered that he was 
black. An Army Board of Inquiry, held in 
February 1993, found that Cpl Malcolm had 
suffered racial discrimination. 

The ethnic monitoring carried out by the 
Ministry of Defence was “so inadequate as to 
be of no assistance” in carrying out the 
investigation. Among the basic faults were a 
low response rate, of 50 per cent for the Armed 
Forces as a whole, and the fact that ethnic 
background could not be linked to the regiment 
or unit applied for. 

The Army’s own system also had a low 
response rate and the fact that the ethnic 
background of white applicants was not 
recorded made it impossible to make 
meaningful comparisons. Available evidence 
indicated that 1.5 per cent of Army recruits 
were black or Asian, compared to 5.5 per cent 
in the population as a whole. In the Household 
Cavalry the figure was 0.2 per cent, amounting 
to two or three individuals. 

The Household Cavalry carried out a 
number of discriminatory recruitment 
practices. The Commanding Officer said that 
up to 50 per cent of officers had fathers in the 
regiment. He said he was anxious to preserve 
style and tradition. “On the face of it this 
would make it difficult for an applicant from 
an ethnic minority to gain a place, although ... 
my primary interest is in recruiting the highest 
calibre individuals.” 

The number of potential black applicants 
was restricted by the fact that the Household 
Cavalry’s mobile display team tended to visit 
small towns and the shire counties. 
Recruitment also took place through the 
regimental associations, which again tended to 
reinforce the existing pattern. Photographs in 
the recruiting leaflet were all of white soldiers. 

When individuals apply to join the army 
they take a computerised test — the British 
Army Recruit Battery. This test has not been 


assessed to see if it is fair to candidates from 
all ethnic backgrounds. Those who pass the 
test are interviewed by the recruiter, who helps 
applicants choose between potential jobs and 
regiments. 

Six of the seven recruiters from the 
Household Cavalry were located in offices in 
areas with a low percentage of people from 
ethnic minorities. One former soldier said he 
had worked with a recruiter from the 
Household Division (which includes the 
Household Cavalry) in the late 1980s. He 
suspected the man was a member of a “right 
wing organisation” and had found racist 
literature in his office. 

Other recruiters were likely to steer black 
applicants away from the regiment because 
they thought they would have a hard time and 
be racially harassed. 

The report describes the case of “Soldier A”. 
Abuse started at the Guards’ training depot at 
Pirbright. The instructor singled out Soldier A 
and another mixed race soldier and said “you 
two are going to get problems”. 

“He had nicknamed the pair ‘Mustafa Crap’ 
and ‘Mustafa Shit’. It was a habit of the 
instructors to say to a squad things like ‘look at 
that black bastard’ for no reason and the whole 
squad would stop and snigger. On one occasion 
a Welsh Guards sergeant had shown Soldier A 
his National Front membership card.” 

The agreed five-year action plan covers the 
key points of monitoring, training and awareness 
of equal opportunities, and procedures for 
dealing with discrimination. Quarterly reports 
are to be produced for all three services, giving a 
detailed breakdown of applicants and service 
men and women, including ethnic background, 
regiment or unit and rank. 

Targets are to be set for recruitment into the 
Household Cavalry. Written instructions are to 
be produced on responsibilities under the Race 
Relations Act and the Equal Opportunities 
Directive. Equal opportunities training is to be 
provided for Household Cavalry personnel. 

Racial harassment or discrimination is now 
an offence against service discipline and 
victims have the right to make a complaint. 
Victimisation of those who make a complaint 
is also an offence. 

Richard Mottram, Permanent Under- 
Secretary at the Ministry of Defence, 
welcomed the report, although he insisted that 
there was no evidence of “widespread 
discrimination” in the Army. 

Herman Ouseley, chair of the CRE, said that 
without the investigation “nothing but fine 
words would have been achieved”. The agreed 
action plan is the first step to changing 
attitudes and practices, but there is a long way 
to go.

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ootball Comes Home. Billed as 
HF the greatest sporting event to be 

held in Britain since the 1966 
World Cup, the European Champion- 
ships could be a chance for Europeans 
to see that British football has changed 
for the better and an opportunity 
for the English to witness world class 
football. 


With an estimated 250,000 people coming 
to England and a financial spin-off of 125 
million, many will benefit hugely from these 
Championships. What may not see any long 
term gain is English football itself. Euro ’96 
is an opportunity to reclaim the national 
game, but due to an ignorant and incompetent 
football administration our greatest chance 
radically to alter the characteristics of the 
national support could easily be passed by. 


Reclaim the national game 


While English football at a domestic level has 
witnessed great improvements in atmosphere, 
supporter participation and the decline of 
racist and fascist intimidation over the past 
ten years, the national game continues to be 
an unwelcome pariah, an arena where nation- 
alism flourishes and which ordinary, decent 
fans avoid. 

Since the early eighties, when English 
hooligans ran amok through Europe, the 
national support has increasingly been 
reduced to young white men, a large propor- 
tion hell bent on causing trouble. This process 
was accelerated during the late eighties after 
English hooligans found it increasingly diffi- 
cult to operate freely at home, and took 
advantage of the less controlled venues that 
existed in most European countries. This was 
coupled with the changing emphasis among 
hooligans themselves; while many “retired” 
from the English game during this period, 
trips with the national team became the 
benchmark by which hooligans were judged. 

The antics of England’s hooligans created a 
backlash in Europe, where police forces and 
local people alike begun to brand all English 
fans with the louts label. The consequence 
was that most decent, ordinary fans refused to 
travel abroad, leaving a situation where hooli- 
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Combat 18 and football hooliganism 


Combat 18, the nazi terror group, moved into the hooligan 
scene during 1993 when they directed 300 football thugs 
against an Irish republican Bloody Sunday march in 
central London. Initially they had considerable success, 
having a presence in over 20 firms around the country. 
Looking the part, dressed as casuals rather than 
skinheads of an earlier period, they were accepted by the 
hooligans. 

While C18 made little impact on the domestic hooligan 
scene, with the exception of Chelsea, Oxford, Millwall, 
Bolton and Aston Villa, they have been more successful 
during England matches abroad. While most hooligans 
show little overt racism at league matches, their national- 
ism and desire to offend make them perfect targets for fas- 
cist incitement. Despite all this, C18 and the BNP have 
great difficulty in pulling these thugs into the political 
arena, basically because hooligans are too undisciplined 
and uninterested in mundane political issues. 

Yet C18 have suffered several setbacks over the past 
year. Many hooligan firms were upset that C18 took the 
credit for the riots in Dublin last year, thus detracting from 
their involvement. This includes the Chelsea Headhunters, 
many of whose leaders began to resent the fascist profile at 
their club. For others the shine of C18 has faded and they 
are now viewed as simply another group, although perhaps 
the most important reason for their demise is their present 
internal turmoil and forthcoming court cases. 

While C18 will try to grab the headlines through public- 
ity stunts directed at the media, they are not the central 
players in the English hooligan army. Most of the larger 
gangs, often numbering several hundred, are out to grab

gans regularly make up 50 to 80 per cent of 
the support. 

With them the hooligans have brought a 
violent and xenophobic nationalism: every- 
one is a potential enemy, everyone is a poten- 
tial target. Many hooligans describe their trips 
abroad as being on “international duty”, so 
convinced are they that they are the true rep- 
resentatives of Britain. While many hooligans 
exhibit little racism at league football match- 
es, travelling abroad is a different game alto- 
gether. The leader of the Chelsea Headhunters 
is friendly with several black hooligans at 
Queen’s Park Rangers, but when they ask to 
travel with him abroad, they are rudely told, 
“Sorry, England are white”. 

It is in this nationalist and racist environ- 
ment that the extreme right has been success- 
ful in manipulating and recruiting. While the 
indiscipline of the majority of hooligans has

prevented the right from making too many 
actual recruits, at least in terms of taking 
them into the political arena, they have often 
succeeded in inciting and targeting English 
hooligans to attack black and Irish people. 
Few in number, the extreme right have been 
successful in using their influence to far 
greater effect. 

As one football fanzine editor wrote: “The 
fascists are small in number but, over the last 
few years, have been able to set a consistent 
tone of racism and violence at England away 
matches. This has sparked a negative cycle 
whereby young racist fans from around the 
country are attracted to such matches, and 
ordinary anti-racist supporters stay away in 
disgust.” 

Of course, the violence, xenophobia and 
nationalism of many of England’s hooligans 
do not originate in football, but merely repre- 
sent present and increasingly prominent 
strands of our history and current society. As 
one leading English hooligan told 
Searchlight, “A hundred years ago they 
would be giving us medals, we would have 
been fighting for our country”. 

Unfortunately, the Football Association, the 
governing body of English football, has not 
only failed to respond to the nationalism and 
racism of many England away supporters, but 
has exacerbated the problem by its actions. 


ER MISSED OPPURTUNITY 





Rather than challenging, undercutting 
and combating the hooligans, the football 
authorities have buried their heads in the 
sand, hoping the problem will go away. 
Worse still, as experienced by any decent 
supporter following England abroad in 
recent years, they have been quick to 
condemn and alienate anyone not travel- 
ling in their ridiculously expensive and 
inadequate travel groups. 

The paralysis of the FA is evident with 
its choice of China and Hong Kong for 
pre-tournament matches, solely on the 
basis that English hooligans could not 
possibly make the journey out to the Far 
East. The Football Supporters 
Association has been campaigning for 
the FA to act to undercut the nationalism 
of the national travelling support. A 
spokesperson told Searchlight: “The FA 
have no strategy, they just keep their fin- 
gers crossed and hope everything will be 
OK. That is just not good enough!”

Football Association invest some of the 
vast profits it makes out of football in an 
attempt to bring other fans onto the national 
arena. “They should take up large allocations 
of tickets for the next major away match and 
give them away to decent supporters around 
the country. They should reward the loyalty 
of good fans and make them the ambassadors 
of the game. It might not work but they 
should give it a go.” 

Even the build-up for the European 
Championships has been a shambles. The FA 
initially refused to fund any supporter or 
community activity and all its original public- 
ity depicted an old concept of a green-valley 
England, a vision which few would recog- 
nise. The government has done no better, 
despite earning an estimated £8 million from 
VAT on tickets. It said it would contribute 
£750,000 to cultural events but this has 
turned out to be no more than £100,000. 


Hooligans organise 

While the FA’s preparations have been pathet- 
ic at best, the hooligans have been preparing 
for these championships all season. Meetings 
have been held around the country, rival 
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hooligan gangs have been linking up, and 
detailed fight plans have been drawn up. 

One of the frightening aspects of their 
preparations has been the establishment of 
what they describe as “super firms’. Based in 
the Midlands, Northwest and West London, 
the gang leaders are attempting to mobilise 
bigger forces to take on the expected foreign 
opposition. These could include hooligans 
from Germany, the Czech Republic, France 
and Italy. 

The obvious game that is generating much 
discussion in the press is England’s game 
with Scotland. Virtually every hooligan gang 
in the country, with the exception of a few 
like Birmingham and Leeds, will be making 
their way to London for the game, the num- 
bers ranging from an estimated 1,000 to 
2,500. There they will be met by up to 500 
hooligans from Scotland, notably from Hibs, 
Aberdeen, Dundee and Falkirk. An exception 
will be Rangers, who, because of their link 
with Chelsea and their hatred of Hibs, have 
asked to join up with the English, although 
this is unlikely to occur as many English 
gangs have told them they would not be 
accepted. 

In reality there probably will not be the 
huge fight that many are predicting; 
indeed most hooligans are honest enough 
to accept that they are unlikely even to 
reach London. The police operation, 
expected to be the largest since the 1984 
miners strike, will stop most hooligans 
arriving in the capital. It is in this context 
that English and Scottish hooligans are 
looking towards another match to stage 
their confrontation: the Scotland v 
Holland game in Birmingham. 

While the chances of big gang clashes 
are low, the alternatives are by no means 
better. Unable to attack their Scottish 
counterparts, many English gangs will 
seek out ordinary Scottish fans as they 
did on the Scots’ last trip to London in

Racism Divides 


A new scheme to combat racism in and 
around Sheffield United has recently been 
launched by a wide range of organisations 
and community groups. With funding from 
the European Commission Cities’ Anti- 
Racist Initiative, the scheme is already up 
and running and proving a success. 

The aims of the campaign are to ensure 
that those who play or watch football can 
do so without fear of harassment and physi- 
cal abuse; to persuade the club to improve 
its methods of dealing with racial abuse, 
harassment and discrimination; and to cre- 
ate greater access for local black people 
through active and safe participation as 
players, staff and supporters. 

While Sheffield United does not have a 
bad reputation for racism, there is still 
considerable work to be done. While 43.4 
per cent of four to 19-year-olds living 
near the ground are black, very few 
either attend matches or have any 
affiliation to the club. The campaign hopes

to increase the involvement of the local 
community in the life of the football 
club, opening up the facilities to the local 
population and persuading the club 
actively to work in local schools and the 
community. 

The campaign’s activities have been 
made all the more important following a 
series of racist incidents in the Sharrow 
area of Sheffield, close to the ground. Last 
year, Asian and Somali people suffered a 
number of attacks perpetrated by local 
Combat 18 members and a few football 
hooligans. While they seemed able to beat 
off some of these attacks, it did highlight 
the continuing need for vigilance and active 
campaigning in the area. 

Supporting the campaign are Sheffield 
United Football Club, the Sheffield Youth 
Service Anti-Racist Action Group 
(ARAG), Victim Support, Black Justice 
Project, black community organisations, 
churches, the Football Supporters 
Association and the Probation Service.

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1988. Then Chelsea hooligans in particular 
waited around the main railway and tube sta- 
tions ambushing small groups of innocent 
Scottish fans. They will also seek out other 
identifiable targets, possibly the Irish of 
Kilburn, or the Asian communities of 
Birmingham and Manchester. 

It is more likely that the expected hooligan 
fights will occur between rival English gangs. 
Indeed, so convinced are many of the “firms” 
that they will not meet the Scots, that fights 
are already being planned between English 
gangs in central London. Derby hooligans 
hope to attack their counterparts from 
Nottingham Forest, Rotherham against 
Shrewsbury, Darlington against Doncaster 
and Southampton against Portsmouth, etc. 
One leading Midlands hooligan told 
Searchlight, “It’s impossible to predict what 


will happen, it will basically be a free-for-all 
in central London. There will be dozens of 
firms all looking for a fight, they are going to 
end up fighting each other.” 

While most hooligan firms have been busy 
linking up, one group which refuses to have 
any connection with others is Leeds. 
Following the experience of England’s game 
at Elland Road last summer, Leeds hooligans 
have put the word out that anyone entering 
the city will be a target, a threat that includes 
all other English hooligan firms. 

While police are confident that they can 
contain the organised groups, or at least keep 
them apart, their forces might be stretched in 
other areas. One threat to all visiting fans is 
not from the football “firms”, but from local 
youths. Up and down the country every 
weekend, large numbers of young people 
drink and fight. What is worrying many peo- 
ple is the reaction of local youths to Germans, 
Italians, Turks, etc, drinking down the road. 
Unfortunately, the nationalism and aggres- 
siveness in English culture will make many 
want to fight the “foreigners”. For all the 
police preparations for the superhooligans, 
there is little anyone can do against this. 

It is impossible to predict what will happen 
at the Championships. Thousands of English 
hooligans are preparing for what they claim 
will be the “mother of all battles”, probably 
much bravado but a chilling reminder that a 
proportion of young English men like nothing 
better than to drink and fight for Queen and 
Country. 

With the government and the Football 
Association doing little to combat the nation- 
alism that has attached itself to the national 
team, the door remains open for the hooligans 
and the extreme right once again to grab the 
headlines. It is no longer adequate to cry 
foul after the event, simply demanding in-

creased police powers and stiffer sentencing. 

The European Championships offer the 
authorities a chance to break the nationalist 
grip, to reclaim the game for ordinary fans, 
but through the ignorance of the suited 
brigade who have no inkling of the wishes of 
decent fans, but an eye only to the profits, the 
opportunity looks like being missed. This has 
serious repercussions not only for these 
championships but for the forthcoming World 
Cup in France in 1998, an event to which the 
hooligans are already looking forward with 
anticipation. 





Long history of racism in football 


“Is the darkie’s pate too thick for it to dawn 
upon him that between the posts is no place 
for a skylark? By some it’s called coolness — 
bosh!” 

Such was the press’s reaction to Arthur 
Wharton, Britain’s first black footballer, who 
played for several Northern clubs in the 
1880s and 1890s. 

Wharton, who arrived in this country from 
the Gold Coast, now Ghana, began his foot- 
balling career with Rotherham and went on to 
play for Sheffield United and later Preston 
North End. Alongside his goalkeeping career, 
Wharton gained fame by being the first offi- 
cially recorded man in Britain to run 100 
yards in 10 seconds. 

Unfortunately for Wharton, his life was to 
be hard. During his playing career he had to 
suffer incessant racism, commonly being 
referred to as “Darkie Wharton”. After his 
retirement in 1902 he became a publican and 
later worked at the Yorkshire Main Colliery. 
He died a pauper in 1930 after a long illness 
and was buried in an unmarked grave. 

The forgotten story of Britain’s first profes- 
sional black footballer is testament to the 
poverty in which he ended his life. It was 
only after extensive research by Phil Vasili, a 
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Cambridge postgraduate, that full details of 
his life have finally come to light. Now a 
campaign has been launched to raise money 
to mark Wharton’s last resting place. As 
Vasili told Searchlight, “He should be recog- 
nised. He’s a part of Sheffield history that has 
been forgotten.” 

One person who is supporting the cam- 
paign is Sheila Leeson, Wharton’s great grand 
niece, whom Vasili found through an adver- 
tisement in the local paper. She says: “It sad- 
dens me that he had a pauper’s grave because 
knowing what a great sportsman he was I feel 
there should be some sort of recognition. It 
would be marvellous if we could raise enough 
money.” 

British football has developed considerably 
since the days of Arthur Wharton. Today 
a quarter of all professional footballers 
are black and the racist abuse that Wharton 
faced has been dramatically reduced. 
However problems continue to exist within 
the game. 

The first of these is the absence of any 
Asian professional footballers, despite thriv- 
ing amateur leagues. Since Ricky Heppolate 
played for Leyton Orient and Preston 
North End over 20 years ago, Asian players 


have made no significant breakthroughs. 

Many reasons have been given for the 
dearth of Asians in the game, ranging from 
physical weakness, being pushed into 
academia or business or simple lack of inter- 
est. Indeed, this was precisely the view 
expressed by David Dean, vice chairman of 
Arsenal, and Rick Parry of the Football 
League, when during last year’s European 
Union hearing on racism and football they 
claimed that Asians were only interested in 
cricket. 

These views pander to racial stereotypes 
and are not born out by the facts. There are 
presently over 300 Asian teams organised in 
leagues around the country, with literally 
thousands of players. Many of them would 
love to play professionally but the prejudice 
and ignorance of the wider game continues to 
be a block. 

Today’s footballing stars will not have to 
go through the same misery and abuse as 
Wharton, yet there is still much to be done 
within the structures of the game. While 
football fans have undergone a cultural 
revolution during the past ten years, the 
authorities continue to be stuck in the same 
old rut. 


Italy's racist ‘Ultra’ groups 


“Here in Italy, the situation is becoming more serious. I’m tired of hearing 
each Sunday the abuse of the fans of the opposing team; and the more time 
that passes, the worse the situation becomes. Luckily, in everyday life it is 
different: in Italy it seems that racism exists only in the stadium.” 


Unfortunately only the first part of this 
African player’s assertion is true. Since the 
end of the 1980s, there has been a notable 
increase within Italian football of racist dis- 
plays against black players, the exhibition of 
fascist and nazi symbols, and openly xeno- 
phobic hostility against the supporters of 
southern Italian teams by several groups of 
Ultras — the more aggressive, radical and 
organised groups of supporters. However 
racism has not remained confined to football 
stadia, but has overflowed into everyday 
behaviour and episodes of violence against 
African immigrants by fascists leaving 
matches have increased. 

The rapport between the Ultras and 
extreme right-wing groups in Italy today has 
not only led to the birth of militarised neo- 
nazi groups, but is characterised by a strong 
hegemony adopted within the Ultras through 
a reactionary and xenophobic view of 
politics. This adhesion translates into a 
widespread political consensus within the 
newest Ultra, taken from the institutionalised 
right-wing parties (Alleanza Nazionale), to 
xenophobic parties like the Lega Nord, to the 
neo-fascist organisations. For the first time, 
the friend-enemy dynamics that guide the 
friendships and rivalries between Ultra 
groups have become the foundation of a polit- 
ical concept based on the transfer of the 
denial of diversity, from the world of ritualis- 
tic opposition between groups of supporters 
to political and social dynamics. 

The presence of extreme right wing groups 
and individuals on the terraces is not new and 
goes back to the formation of the first Ultra 
groups at the beginning of the 1970s (Verona, 
Lazio, Inter). In effect, in Italy — unlike in 
other European countries — the social conflict 
was transferred to the stadium. Many Ultra 
groups characterise themselves in a hegemon- 
ic fashion, as right or left-wing supporters. 

The principal peculiarity of the situation in 
Italy is, however, in the Ultras’ decision to 
‘ adopt the influences of the extreme political 
movements of the 1970s. This led to the birth 
of strongly structured and organised “end” 
groups of Ultras, whose activities have 
become very complex. They organise sophis- 
ticated choreographies by means of chants, 
flags, banners and smoke signals; arrange 
transport for away matches; and often man- 
age directly the sale of tickets and have a reg- 
ular campaign of registration. The organisa- 
tion of these activities, as well as involving 
the management of large sums of money, 
leads to the selection of acknowledged lead- 
erships, formed on the basis of organisational 
skills and not simply fighting skills. 

The coherence and structure of the groups, 
combined with activities that involve the ter- 
race as a whole, represent a strong attraction 
for the younger supporters, creating the con- 
ditions for the construction of a coherent and 


unifying subculture. The number of young 
people involved in Ultra group activities is 
today estimated at 300,000. 

Since the beginning, this influence of male 
violent style has led to a major female pres- 
ence (about 25 per cent) and greater participa- 
tion across class barriers than in England, 
although this did not impede the disruption of 
several larger groups (Milan, Rome) during 
the 1980s. This break-up was accompanied 
by the European tendency towards the forma- 
tion of small groups of aggressive and elite 
superhooligans. 

In other European countries, the growing 
trend towards aggressive superhooligan gangs 
has led to their separation from other support- 
ers, a process which has not occurred in Italy. 
The desire of the various Ultra groups to 
belong to the same “tribe” produced an effec- 
tive coexistence between traditional Ultra 
groups and the superhooligan gangs. Often 
certain superhooligan gangs exert hegemonic 
functions within the Ultra groups, using vio- 
lence and aggression to restore the unity of 
the “end” groups. 

This new situation acted as a detonator, 
increasing the importance of the unity which 
represented the defence of their own territory 
— the terrace end itself, the home city, the 
colours of the home team — the place which 
confers a sense of identity. The resulting val- 
ues — comradeship, hardness, organisation of 
the paramilitary cult, pathological attachment 
to the home territory — rather than being neu- 
tral are connected to a racial and xenophobic 
extremism and render the culture of the ter- 
race more permeable to the hegemony of 
extreme right wing groups. 

This organisational element, interacting 


with the perception of the individual’s posi- 
tion in the Ultra group, like militancy (inher- 
ited from the seventies) reduced the resis- 
tance to systematic recruitment by fascist and 
racist parties. In fact, while the hooligan 
groups of northern Europe frequently provid- 
ed the neo-fascist groups with uncivil and 
uncontrollable underlings, within  Italy’s 
extreme right-wing parties there is an increas- 
ing trend towards the systematic involvement 
of the Ultra leaders in political activities. 

In recent years, these dynamics have result- 
ed in a progressive increase in the numbers 
and aggressiveness of extreme right wing 
groups within the stadia, with several hege- 
monic Ultra groups influenced by the extreme 
right (eg Roma) joining the more historical 
groups (eg Inter, Verona, Lazio, Ascoli, 
Cesena, etc). 

Despite the penetration of nationalist ideas 
into the end terraces of the Italian stadia, a 
massive Ultra presence following the national 
team at the European Championships is 
unlikely. Traditionally, the Italian Ultras do 
not follow the national team during away 
games, or at least not in any organised fash- 
ion. The municipal hatred between Ultra 
groups prevents any large gathering following 
the national team. Indeed, there have been 
more than just a few incidents highlighting 
the Ultras’ disapproval of the team, the most 
memorable being a match when the 
Florentine Ultras whistled at the Italian team 
for the duration of the game. 

This is not to exclude the limited presence 
of Italian superhooligan gangs of the English 
style, stemming from groups of fascist ten- 
dencies. The most likely to attend, due to 
their historical links with the English model, 
are probably Verona, Lazio, and Inter Ultras, 
in addition to other smaller elitist groups such 
as Milan and Roma.

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Election leaves Italian right in turmoil 


ilvio Berlusconi, the Italian 

media monopolist, finally met 

his Waterloo in the country’s 
general election on 21 April. Taking 
the downward plunge with him was 
the fascist Alleanza Nazionale (AN) 
leader, Gianfranco Fini. However, 
whereas Berlusconi’s political career is 
probably over, Fini’s has by no means 
hit rock bottom. 

The defeat for the right was its heaviest in 
an Italian general election since 1945, when 
under the impact of the burgeoning Cold War, 
the western allies, led by the USA, installed a 
political system designed to ensure that the 
left could never hold government office. 
Those days are gone. 

Under the new Italian electoral system the 
left bloc, the Olive Alliance (OA), has an 
absolute majority in the Lower House, if it 
remains united. The OA controls 319 seats 
(including the Refoundation Communists) 
against the 246 held by the ultra-right Pole of 
Liberty, comprised of Berlusconi’s Forza 
Italia (FI), Fini’s AN and some leftovers from 
the old, now defunct Christian Democrats. To 
the potential rightist vote in the Lower House 
can be added the 59 seats held by the maver- 
ick regionalist-fascist Lega Nord and six seats 
held by conservative independents. 

In the upper house, the Senate, the left won 
a relative majority, 167 seats (157 without the 
Refoundation Communists). Against this the 
Berlusconi/Fini axis has 116 seats, the Lega 
Nord 27 and the independents five. 

In percentage terms, the centre-left Party of 
the Democratic Left (PDS) is the leading 
party with 21.1%, Berlusconi’s FI comes sec- 
ond with 20.6%, followed by the AN with 
15.7%, Umberto Bossi’s Lega Nord with 
10.1% and the Refoundation Communists 
with 8.6%. 

Beset by accusations of massive corruption 
and facing trial, Berlusconi is all but finished. 
Fini, however, despite receiving 6 to 8% 
fewer votes than expected, still has a future. 
The AN has rapidly caught up in voting terms 
with the FI and he has pulled Mussolini-style 
Italian fascism out of the quagmire in which 
it so long languished and stagnated, rarely 
winning more than 6% in the past. 

Italian fascism in its modernised form now 
has a firmly consolidated electoral base of 
almost 8 million people, an ideal launch pad 
from which to overtake the declining FI and 
its beleaguered leader. 

While the majority of fascist voters identi- 
fied the AN as their party, a minority backed 
the hardline split-offs, causing some under 
Fini to criticise him for becoming too populist 
and failing to make an electoral pact. Despite 
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Gianfranco Fini: despite polling fewer 
votes than expected, his fascist AN 
remains an important political force 


this, the AN recorded an electoral advance in 
the former strongholds of its predecessor, the 
MSI, polling the following percentages (1994 
results in brackets)

In some of the big cities the fascist AN 
fared remarkably well: in Rome it won 
31.4%, in Trieste 23.7%, Bologna 15.8%, 
Florence 16.8%, Naples 20.5%, Palermo 
15.8% and Cagliari 23.9%. 

The right bloc is in turmoil. While Fini 
attempts to shift the blame for the electoral 
débacle onto the shoulders of Berlusconi and 
to establish his own primacy as leader of a 
much harder right, the old Christian 
Democrats are blaming the AN’s extremism 
for the right’s defeat. 

The “joker” in the pack is the Lega Nord. 
After Bossi’s vitriolic verbal onslaughts on 
Berlusconi and Fini in the immediate after- 
math of the elections, any attempt at a new 
far-right realignment is out of the question. 
That in itself brings new dangers, not least 
that Bossi will push his secessionist claims 
beyond the limits of legality. Nobody knows 
whether the mercurial Bossi is bluffing about 
declaring independence for the north of Italy. 

On 4 May, the Lega met at its so-called 
“Parliament of the North” and changed its 
name to “Parliament of Padania”, the tradi- 
tional name of Italy’s northern regions. The 
parliament also passed a proposal from Bossi 


that outright independence rather than feder- 
alism is now the goal of the Lega Nord. Bossi 
holds out the break-up of former 
Czechoslovakia as a model for a partition of 
Italy and wants to sit down in official negotia- 
tions with the Italian government to bring this 
about. 

The Lega came top of the poll in two 
regions, winning 27 seats in Lombardy and 
19 in Veneto, and seems to base its agitation 
increasingly on claims that taxes currently 
levied from Rome will in an independent 
north stay at home. The danger is that if Bossi 
is not bluffing to achieve an efficient federal- 
ist structure and is intent on independence, 
the consequences could be bloody. Between 
Lombardy and Veneto is the Italian Tyrol 
where there already exists the pan-German 
nationalist and heavily armed “One Tyrol” 
fascist movement. 

Bossi has already organised a — so far 
unarmed — militia and a committee to 
approach individual European countries and 
the European Union in Brussels for recogni- 
tion. Not a man to retreat, Bossi might just 
push the situation to a point of no return by 
declaring independence and inciting his hun- 
dreds of thousands of supporters to follow 
him to certain destruction, tipping Italy over 
into a bloodbath. 


Trial of SS captain 
Priebke opens in 
Rome 


At 9.05 on the morning of 8 May — the 
anniversary of the final crushing defeat of 
fascism in the Second World War — the trial 
of former SS captain Erich Priebke got under 
way. 

Priebke, who was extradited to Italy, is 
charged in connection with torture allegations 
and his alleged participation in the mass mur- 
der of 335 Italian civilians at the Ardeatine 
caves outside Rome in 1944. 

The courtroom was packed with many rela- 
tives, some of whom had travelled from 
abroad, of those murdered by Priebke and his 
SS troops. Also present was Robert Katz, the 
American author primarily responsible for 
bringing to light Priebke’s role in the killings 
and who was instrumental in tracking down 
the unrepentant Nazi in Argentina. 

The tension in the court was electrifying 
and reached its first high point when, in an 
emotional voice, the presiding judge asked 
the defence lawyers to present their case. 

After a few minutes of discourse on 
Priebke’s “innocence”, Rosetta Stama, the 
wife of one of his victims, leapt to her feet 
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Erich Priebke attends court. Fifty two 
years after the massacre for which he 
is being tried, relatives of the victims 
hope justice will at last be done 


and shouted “What are we supposed to do? 
Bring back the dead to testify?” She then col- 
lapsed. 

When the defence finished the presentation 
of its case, the chief judge rejected out of 
hand all pleas for mitigation on Priebke’s 
behalf. He then notified the defence that the 
court had recently received documents from 
the US National Archives in Washington and 
that these cast new light on Priebke’s rather 
murky military history. 

In particular, the documents referred to his 
interrogation by US military lawyers while he 
was held in Rome at the end of the war. 
According to the documents, Priebke escaped 
three times from his US military custodians 
and finally got away with the help of very 
influential friends in Rome, who left no stone 
unturned in their efforts to secure his escape. 

They succeeded because of administrative 
conflicts and mutual distrust between the US 
and British occupying forces. The US forces 
refused an offer by the British to take Priebke 
out of their hands, but the documents claim 
that the grounds for this were that the US mil- 
itary suspected that some of their British 
counterparts were sympathetic to Nazi officer 
prisoners. 

Those who were not able to get into the 
crowded courtroom unfurled a banner outside 
which read: “Priebke is 80 years old. The 335 
of the Ardeatine caves will never see that

Holocaust denier fears return to the fatherland 


Ernst Ziindel’s application for Canadian citi- 
zenship has been denied. The 56-year-old 
Holocaust denier had lived in Canada for 38 
years before applying. The “gift to the 
world”, as he describes himself, is now trying 
to appeal against the decision of the Canadian 
Security and Intelligence Service (CSIS) that 
he is a threat to the security of Canada and 
therefore ineligible for citizenship. 

Ziindel is trying to mount an international 
campaign to support his claim, saying that he 
is the victim of a plot by the CSIS and inter- 
ested groups in Canada. Ironically, Ziindel 
asked a CSIS mole inside the Heritage Front, 
Grant Bristow, to sweep his house for micro- 
phones two years ago. It seems the relation- 
ship he developed with an agent has become 
sour with other secret service members. 

In recent months the Supreme Court of 
Canada has ruled against two of his friends, 
James Keegstra and Malcolm Ross. The new 
star of the Holocaust denier circles, Roger 
Garaudy, was barred from leaving France to 
speak at a meeting in Montreal in April. His 
own courier from Germany, Oliver Bode, was 
permanently deported from Canada by immi- 
gration officials on 2 March. 

Ziindel said that he would “fight to the fin- 
ish for his right to Canadian citizenship”. The 
real issue for him, however, seems to be quite 
different. He knows that if the finding made 
by the secret services stands, the Immigration 
Department could launch deportation pro- 
ceedings against him. The man who describes 
himself as the “guru” of the far right in 
Germany is afraid of being deported to his 
home town of Gérlitz in Germany. 

While he claims on the Internet and in his 
publications the need for the German people 
to “restore the great national dream”, he 
prefers to run his money-making operations 
out of the basement of his house in downtown 
Toronto, Convicted in Germany, Ziindel has 
been able to operate in Canada without any 
real problems from the authorities. The pull 
of the fatherland and his supporters is weak 
compared to the comfort he enjoys playing 
the victim of an international conspiracy in 
his living room, drinking his favourite Coca 
Cola Classic and watching the money orders 
from around the world coming in daily. 

The legal proceedings against his friends 
and the potential danger of having to live in 
Germany seem to have a dramatic impact on 
him. He has suddenly found love. Searchlight 
has learned, from reliable sources, the new 
secret in Ziindel’s private life. A few weeks 
ago he married an American woman in a pri- 
vate ceremony in the border town of Niagara 
Falls in the United States. The ceremony was 
so secret that the identity of the new Mrs 
Ziindel remains unknown. Observers of the 
neo-nazi scene were stunned by the news that 
this whirlwind affair turned so quickly into a 
lifetime engagement. The wedding guest list 
seems also to have vanished, but one thing is 
certain, Bela Ewald Althans, a leading 
German nazi and longtime friend of Ziindel, 
did not get an invitation. 

Some cynical observers are saying that 
Ziindel’s wedding is motivated by a desire for 
US citizenship and is just another attempt to 


avoid his worst nightmare, having to return to 
Germany. It is to be hoped that the Canadian 
and US authorities will investigate the matter 
in a professional manner, so that these 
rumours about the real nature of Ziindel’s 
new venture can be scotched. 


Tourist guide? 

The world-renowned National Geographic 
magazine is now spreading the messages of 
Ernst Ziindel. The June 1996 edition features 
an article about Toronto, Canada, in a series 
on major cities around the world. Claiming he 
was trying to get a real feel for the city, the 
writer interviewed Ernst Ziindel. The result is 
that on page 133 readers are treated to the real 
view held by Ziindel on Canada. Ziindel 
states: “Canadians deserve all the problems 
that are coming with immigration”. He later 
lists these problems as “drive-by shootings, 
rape, robberies”. He blames blacks and states 
his objection to “allowing hordes of racially 
unabsorbable populations to invade the living 
space of a specific race”. 

For once Ziindel did not try to hide his feel- 
ings about Canada and its citizens. But his 
comments did not appear in a nazi rag or a 
beer garden but in the pages of a respected 
international publication with millions of 
readers. The reaction was immediate. The 
mayor of the City of Toronto, Barbara Hall, 
said that it is Ziindel “who is unabsorbable”, 
and launched a campaign to get elected offi- 
cials to write letters to National Geographic 
condemning the article. 

Ms Hall invited concerned citizens to do 
likewise and her reaction can only be 
applauded. National Geographic should not 
only apologise to its readers but should pub- 
lish a special issue condemning historical 
revisionism and neo-nazism to clarify its 
position on the issue. The reputation of this 
institution has been tarnished. 

Meanwhile Canadians are hoping that one 
of the “problems that are coming with immi- 
gration” will be solved swiftly, by the depor- 
tation of Ernst Ziindel to Germany. 





Ernst Zundel: will he be deported? 
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has monopolised the news from the far 

right in France this month. First, it 
“kidnapped” for its own dubious political 
purposes one of ancient France’s most impor- 
tant historical figures: Clovis, the barbarian 
chieftain who later converted to Christianity 
and became the first Catholic king of the 
whole of what was then Gaul. The FN’s aim 
was to get in on the celebration of the 1,500th 
anniversary of Clovis’s conversion and 
baptism. 

The date set for this was 13 April, dubbed 
the “the day of French friendship”, on which 
everything that is reactionary and backward 
in French politics and society gathered in the 
centre of Paris not only to claim Clovis for its 
own but also to commemorate a whole series 
of other historical individuals and move- 
ments. These included Charles Martel, who 
halted the Saracens at Poitiers; the counter- 
revolutionary “Chouans”, who waged war 
against the French Revolution of 1789; the 
traitor Marshal Pétain, who handed over 
France to the Nazis; and, last but not least, 
the wartime collaborationist writer Robert 
Brasillach, who got what he deserved by 
being executed at the time of the Liberation 
in 1944, 

One of the chief speakers at this gathering 
was Bruno Gollnisch, the FN general secre- 
tary, who performed the near-impossible stunt 
of simultaneously praising both those French 
who fought against the Nazis for a free 
France and those who fought against a free 
France by serving in Hitler’s murderous 
Waffen SS. 

The bookstalls that proliferated around the 
event said it all. On sale were classics of col- 
laborationist and antisemitic literature such as 
Edouard Dumont’s La France juive (Jewish 
France) and Bagatelles pour un massacre 
(Trifles for a massacre) by the anti-Jewish 
writer Céline, which is banned. 

Many of the smaller fascist groups were 
well represented, as was to be expected, 
including the tiny antisemitic hate gang 
l’Guvre Frangaise, whose leader Pierre Sidos 
was there. Sidos was himself a collaborator 
and has long been an advocate of Catholic 
fascism, as well as a lifelong admirer of the 
late Belgian nazi Waffen SS general Léon 
Degrelle and of the Belgian fascist Rexist 
movement. Sidos is also a convicted criminal, 
having been jailed twice for collaboration 
with the Nazis and for his pro-colonialist 
activities against Algeria. 

At the end of the day, more than 1,500 of 
those present staged a torchlit procession in 
true national socialist tradition to the 
Pantheon, where the founder of the FN, 
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Reflex 


is the French 


equivalent of 


Searchlight. It publishes a magazine and 
carries out excellent research and analysis 


of the far right in France. Its staff have a 
strong sense of international cooperation 
and have agreed to exchange articles with 
Searchlight on a regular basis.

Roger Holeindre, recited an oath of loyalty to 
France. 

Only two weeks later, the FN again hit the 
streets, this time to “celebrate” May Day. The 
last FN May Day event had spelt death for the 
young Moroccan Brahim Bouarram at the 
hands of a gang of nazi boneheads who had 
earlier taken part in the FN’s “festivities”. 

This year the whole area of the demonstra- 
tion was heavily cordoned off by police. The 
6,000 fascist marchers filed into the the Place 
de |’ Opéra, where some gave fascist salutes 
as they passed the podium from which Le Pen 
observed the whole spectacle. At the head of 
the column, fascists carried two large por- 
traits of Clovis and Joan of Arc. 

Le Pen’s speech, the highlight of the event, 
was unusually radical and populist, even for 
him. Denouncing what he called “the tide of 
immigration”, which he said was “bankrupt- 
ing” France, he predicted a “civil war” pro- 
voked, he warned, by immigration which 
“imposes its customs, its morals and religion 

. and steals our souls”. Then he plunged 
head first into a lengthy bout of “left” fas- 
cism, saluting “the long struggles of the 
workers and trade unions for more justice, 
greater security and more rights at work” and 


denouncing “the selfish interests of faceless 
capital”. 

In the purest tradition of postwar west 
European fascists, Le Pen inveighed against 
the “structural alliance between high finance 
and communism”. He ranted about a “world 
conspiracy” which had “a Masonic totality”, 
whatever that may mean. This plot, he 
claimed, was aimed at destroying nations and 
transforming the “worldwide liberal system” 
(which he and the FN oppose anyway) into a 
“worldwide communist system”. 

Closing with an appeal to French workers, 
he urged them to “drive the politicians of the 
‘gang of four’ (the Communist Party, the 
Socialist Party, the liberals and the conserva- 
tives) out of the French parliament”. 

The FN march was interesting not only 
because of Le Pen’s bogus radical verbosity. 
The participants also warranted scrutiny. 
Anti-fascist observers noted a contingent of 
between 300 and 400 members of the FN’s 
militant and often violent youth organisation, 
the Front National de la Jeunesse, and also 
members of its student affiliate, Renouveau 
Etudiant, together with a ragbag of militants 
from I’Euvre Francaise and a mob of about 
50 nazi boneheads. 

The latter part of the demonstration was 
also noteworthy for the content of the slogans 
chanted along the route: “Europe, Youth, 
Revolution!”; “In Paris, in Gaza, Intifada!” 
and with even more direct antisemitism 
“Deauville, Sentier, occupied territories!” 
Deauville is a seaside playground of the very 
rich and Sentier is an area of Paris with a high 
Jewish population. These slogans, taken from 
the third positionist lexicon of the late 1970s 
and 1980s, indicate even more clearly the 
growing influence and penetration of the FN 
and its youth structures by activists of naked- 
ly fascist groups such as the GUD (Groupe 
Union Défense). 

This radicalisation has also taken on a more 
violent expression with brutal attacks on anti- 
fascists by fascist strong-arm squads in the 
universities of Toulouse, Bordeaux and 
Nantes. The first two assaults were perpetrat- 
ed by a roving gang of FN thugs from Paris. 
The return to a strategy of violence shows the 
fascists’ indignation at their failure in student 
elections, in which they captured only 3 per 
cent of the vote. 

On 2 May, the increasingly busy Le Pen 
played host to an array of foreign fascists, 
who had also attended the parade in Paris. 
The FN’s purpose is to create a new interna- 
tional network of fascists that has real politi- 
cal and electoral clout. Hard-core Hitler wor- 
shippers are virtually excluded.

Norwegian nazis stage secret rock concert 


orwegian nazis have claimed a new 
N success with yet another rock concert 

— the third in a year — on 30 March. It 
was staged, appropriately enough, in a 
kindergarten in Nittedal, not far from Oslo. 

It featured the veteran nazi Ole Krogstad’s 
band, Vidkuns Venner (named after Vidkun 
Quisling the wartime Nazi puppet and traitor 
who stabbed Norway in the back) and a new 
band, Norhat, from Oslo who made their 
debut at the nazis’ previous outing on 30 
December last year in Vikersund. 

As on the last occasion, Viking, the Oslo- 
based nazi outfit, was responsible for the con- 
cert, which was organised under conspiratori- 
al conditions and took anti-fascists by sur- 
prise. Norway’s would-be nazi __fiihrer, 
Michael Knutsen, was present, although his 
relationship with Krogstad remains unclear. 
However, reports so far indicate that the 
“test-tube nazi”, Eirik Solheim, was not seen. 
Although there was no opposition to the gig, 
the local police were on hand in larger than

usual numbers to give the event maximum 
protection. 

Members of Viking were in action again 
soon after the concert when they and other 
nazis invaded an anti-fascist meeting at the 
Nordstrand youth club in Oslo. The club is 
situated in a Viking stronghold and the nazis 
saw the meeting as a challenge. They turned 
up mob-handed, uniformed and carrying flags 
and banners in an attempt to wreck the 
meeting. 

The nazis tried to intimidate the two anti- 
fascist speakers and the young people who 
had gathered to listen to them by photograph- 
ing everybody in the room and bawling “sieg 
heil” until the police came and ordered them 
to leave. The club had been covered with 
racist and fascist graffiti and posters pub- 
lished by the anti-immigrant movement FMI 
‘on the evening before the meeting. The main 
lesson to be learnt from the event is that 
Norwegian anti-fascists are going to have to 
take the physical defence of their meetings 
rather more seriously than they have done so 
far. 

The slogan “sieg heil” seems to have capti- 
vated Knutsen’s tiny mind at the moment. In 
the latest issue of his magazine, Fritt Forum, 
better known as “Freaks’ Forum” among 
some of his nazi rivals, the great thinker 
muses — in the pompous style much favoured 
by the British nazi boss John Tyndall — over 
the significance of this age-old Hitlerite 
slogan and of other nazi symbols. 

With all the power that the minute amount 
of grey matter between his ears can muster, 
Knutsen reaches the staggering conclusion 
that to shout “sieg heil” and to make stiff 
right arm salutes is not all it seems. Rather 


such actions are “symbolic” and 
designed to shock the “system”. 

In his “music column”, Knutsen 
lists the address of Blood and 
Honour in Scotland and praises the 
Blood and Honour network for 
being the “worldwide skin net- 
work”, a statement not likely to 
cause much joy among the nazis 
who produce the highly profes- 
sional magazines Nordland in 
Stockholm and Resistance in 
Detroit. Knutsen also publishes an 
advertisement boasting about the 
publication of the first edition of a 
magazine by Blood and Honour in 
Norway, which now also has its 
own mail order outlet. 

In an interview, Vidkuns Venner, 
the band whose leader, Ole 
Krogstad, regards Knutsen as a 
coward, say that their lyrics are 
“powerful stuff and the most pow- 
erful is based on the poem ‘Rats 
and Swine’” by Bastian Heide. 
Heide, a nazi loony, was the propa- 
ganda chief for the former 
Norwegian nazi boss Erik Bliicher 
and is a rabid racist. One can 
imagine the lyrics ... 

Fritt Forum also devotes a 
whole page to an attack on a report 
by the anti-racist researcher Henrik 
Lunde, grumbling that taxpayers’ money is 
used to finance such research. 

In a separate development, police have 
arrested two nazis, a girl aged 19 and a boy 
aged 16, in Tgnsberg for illegal possession of 
weapons. Police seized several guns, ammu-

Le Pen develops international contacts

Le Pen has already developed a close 
relationship with the Russian fascist buffoon 
and playboy Vladimir Zhirinovsky — a bid to 
revive old Franco-Russian alliances? — to the 
great displeasure of some of his followers, for 
whom the message has clearly not yet sunk 
in. Le Pen’s international adviser, the FN’s 
vice-president Dominique Chaboche, is 
travelling ever more frequently to eastern 
Europe. 

Also present on 2 May were delegates from 
the Spanish Alleanza Unidad, which is a 
party of nostalgists for the late fascist dictator 
General Franco, and representatives of the 
Belgian Front National, which has managed 
to poll up to 8 per cent in elections. Also on 
hand was a small group from the antisemitic 
and fascist Hungarian movement, The Party 
of the Truth and Life. Curiously absent, or 
maybe keeping a very low profile, were rep- 
resentatives from Germany and Austria. 

Perhaps Le Pen is keeping open his options 
for a rapprochement with Gianfranco Fini’s 
Italian Alleanza Nazionale, which has serious 
conflicts with the German fascists over the 
disputed South Tyrol, or he wants to avoid the 
potential scandal of getting mixed up either 
with Jorg Haider in Austria or with the almost 


openly nazi Deutsche Liga fiir Volk und 
Heimat in Germany. 

One person for whom scandal holds no 
fears is the extreme right-wing animal rights 
activist Brigitte Bardot. At the end of April, 
Bardot made a statement to coincide with the 
Islamic festival of Aid el-Kebir, which 
commemorates the slaughter of sheep by 
the Biblical Abraham. In the ultra-conserva- 
tive daily Le Figaro, she denounced “this 
Islamic flood” that “transforms slaughter- 
houses into places of terror where animals, 
our animals, undergo agonies and suffer tor- 
ture reminiscent of the most atrocious pagan 
sacrifices”. 

Bardot, who was once married to a leading 
member of the FN, bemoaned the fact that 
“France, my homeland, my earth, is again 
being invaded, with the blessing of successive 
governments, by a notably Islamic foreign 
overpopulation, to which we (the French) 
have to bow down. Year after year’, she 
ranted, “we see mosques flowering while 
our churches are silent through a lack of 
priests.” 

As one anti-racist group pointedly 
remarked, Ms Bardot is not suffering from 
mad cow disease but from something far 
worse and murderous: the sickness of racism.

Behind an academic facade 


At a time when racism is, generally at least, 
socially unacceptable, it is only natural that 
the more intelligent racists try to clothe their 
hate politics in a mantle of respectability by 
pretending that their activities and ideology 
are “concerned patriotism” or vague “nation- 
alism’”. It is easy to denounce nazis and Hitler 
fans who stomp around in uniforms or jack- 
boots. It is more of a problem to expose 
racists who hide behind a fagade of academic 
credibility. 

The latest edition of Expo, Searchlight’s 
sister magazine in Sweden, has uncovered a 
previously unknown hornet’s nest of racists 
hiding behind the name of the Society for 
National and International Development. The 
exposure has made national press headlines. 

The society — in all essentials a highly 
organised racist lobbying front - was formed 
late in 1994 on the initiative of Eva 
Bergquist, previously a conservative politi- 
cian and local council member in the south of 
Stockholm, among others. 

Bergquist, a medical doctor, first attracted 
notoriety when she shared a platform with 
members of the fascist Sweden Democrat 
party in 1990 to campaign against the open- 
ing of a centre for political refugees in the vil- 
lage of Kimstad. The centre was later 
destroyed in a petrol bomb attack. 

Leaving her seat in the local parliament, 
Bergquist went on to launch her own publica- 
tion, Free Information, a small magazine vio- 
lently opposing non-European immigration, 
mainly on sophisticated cultural and econom- 
ic grounds. Although Bergquist has frequent- 
ly denounced “racism” and claimed that her 
activities are the result of charges of racism 
against her, her magazine is popular among 
Swedish nazis, for whom it has become an 
increasingly important source of information. 

In autumn 1994 Free Information suggest- 
ed the formation of a serious anti-immigra- 
tion lobby designed to combat the activities 
of anti-racist organisations. The lobby secret- 
ly went into action in December that year. 

Behind this secretive outfit are three aca- 
demics with no previous record in racist or 
fascist circles: 

@ Ingrid Bjorkman, 67, a doctor of litera- 
ture specialising in African women writers 

@ Jan Elfversson, 60, a member of the 
Conservative Party with a master’s degree in 
economics 

@ Ake Wedin, 59, a somewhat surprising 
figure, because he has a history doctorate and 
a social democratic background. An expert on 
Latin America, Wedin is a former trade 
unionist and head of the international solidar- 
ity fund of the big Swedish trade union feder- 
ation, LO. In the 1970s, he was noted for his 
positive contribution to the battle against the 
fascist Franco dictatorship in Spain and later 
held the prestigious position of chief of the 
Labour Movement Archives. 

This trio run the society on a semi-clandes- 
tine basis. In contrast to the better known 
racist organisations, they do not produce 
aggressive and loud-mouthed propaganda but 
are working more quietly as an effective pres- 
sure group, targeting individual members of

the Swedish parliament and local politicians 
of all parties in a bid to counter the “pro- 
immigration propaganda of the churches, 
Amnesty International and the Red Cross”. 

Society members get regular mailings full 
of campaigning suggestions and advice. The 
letters, of which Expo has a full set, give 
detailed background commentaries and sum- 
maries and propose arguments that can use- 
fully be employed against immigration. 
Society members are then pointed towards 
individual politicians who might give their 
ideas a sympathetic hearing. 

For example, one member of the society’s 
network, Gunnar Pettersson, has targeted the 
churches for particular attention by launching 
a “concerned debate” in the influential 
Church magazine. This enables other society 
members to join in the debate and counter the 
“pro-immigration stance of the church”. One 
suggestion is: “Threaten to leave the church 
unless the church ceases its current support 
for asylum seekers. And if you leave the 
church, do it loudly and make clear your rea- 
sons ...” 

In another campaign, members of the soci- 
ety’s network are encouraged to threaten to 
boycott the products of commercial firms that 
publicly lend support to government-spon- 
sored campaigns such as the Youth Campaign 
against Racism. 

However, the most important and sinister 
campaign involved a direct target: not immi- 
gration in the abstract but an actual family, 
the Sincari family — actually two related 
Kurdish families — who arrived as refugees in 
Sweden five years ago. 

The family moved to Asele, a village in 
northern Sweden, where they quickly became 
fully integrated into the local community. 
However, last year, the Swedish Immigration 
Board, in its infinite wisdom, decided it was 
time to deport the family. This decision was 
met with outrage by the local community in 
Asele. 

At this point the society stepped in with an 
ardent and strident campaign against the 
Sincari family. It organised campaigns of let- 
ter writing to the readers’ letters pages of 
local newspapers, to politicians, members of 
parliament and directly to the Immigration 
Minister, all upholding “law and order” and 
the correctness of the Immigration Board’s 
decision. Before long, the wording in the 
society’s “background briefing” was being 
used almost word-for-word by government 
officials. 

In January, police from three other districts 
massed in Asele to help the lone police offi- 


cer there to arrest and deport the Sincari 
family. This grotesque incident resulted in a 
serious clash in which more than half of the 
village population, led by the local priest, 
fought with the police to stop the arrest and 
deportation. 

Two women and seven children were sub- 
sequently deported. The fathers and an older 
son were “liberated” from police custody and 
are today still in hiding “somewhere in 
Sweden”. 

The success of its incitement campaign in 
January has only encouraged the shadowy 
society, which has now gone into “emergency 
action”. This time the racist networkers are 
being encouraged to write letters of support to 
Immigration Minister Leif Blomberg, the man 
mainly responsible for the decision to expel 
the Sincari family. To date, as the Ministry 
has boasted to justify its position, it has 
received 2,880 letters which, it claims, signify 
widespread public backing for the decision.

Soldiers dismissed 
for racist crimes 


At least 53 soldiers form the German armed 
forces, the Bundeswehr, were involved in 
racist crimes and dismissed from military ser- 
vice last year. According to a statement from 
the German government’s press office, most 
of the cases involved the use of symbols 
regarded as “hostile to the constitution”, 
including swastikas and SS runes. 

Comparable figures for 1993 and 1994 
were 43 and 64 similar cases respectively. 
The press office statement said that most of 
those disciplined for such offences were con- 
scripts and that it was “not correct” to speak 
of a right-wing extremist development in the 
armed forces. 

Interestingly, however, no statistics have so 
far been made available on how many 
Bundeswehr personnel have been involved in 
crimes of racist and antisemitic violence, 
although it is known that within some regi- 
ments right-wing sentiment is very strong 
among both officers and other ranks. 
Weapons found in the hands of civilian fas- 
cists are often traced back to the armed 
forces, but the only figures relating to this 
kind of activity — which has included fire 
bombings — date back to 1993. 





Nazi May Day 


ermany’s nazis scored a significant 
Gr success by staging a 400- 

strong demonstration through the east 
Berlin suburb of Marzahn on 1 May. It fol- 
lowed the failure of the nazis plans to cele- 
brate Hitler’s 107th birthday and the start of 
the trial in Hamburg of the American nazi 
Gary Lauck for a variety of offences in con- 
nection with his massive distribution of ille- 
gal propaganda. 

The Marzahn march proved to be more 
than adequate compensation for the Hitler 
birthday fiasco on 20 April. According to 
press reports the nazis had planned two 
events, one in Bonn and one in Thiiringen, to 
which large numbers of fascists were expect- 
ed to travel. 

Police actions in both locations scotched 
their plans. In Bonn the police stamped out a 
gathering held on the banks of the Rhine and 
confiscated much illegal material, including 
weapons, flags and literature bearing an 
NSDAP-AO address in The Netherlands. 

The police were also active in various 
towns in the eastern state of Thiiringen and 
late in the night of 20 April were involved in 
several serious clashes with nazis who 
attempted to take to the streets. In 
Nordhausen and Artern, police moved in to 
prevent bands of nazis — screaming “sieg 
heil” and “heil Hitler” — from terrorising local 
people. An undisclosed number of fascists 
were arrested in both towns. Unofficial 
reports, however, say that at least 15 were 
taken into custody and charged. 

In Erfurt on the same night a roving nazi 
band brutally attacked and badly injured a 
black man from Angola. Witnesses said that 
they shouted anti-foreigner hate slogans as 
they carried out the attack. Although arrests 
were made, the police later released those 
suspected of the assault. 

For 1 May, traditionally a day for working 
class movement demonstrations, the nazis 
adopted a series of diversionary tactics so that 
it became clear only very late that their 
demonstration was actually to take place in 
Berlin. For example, as late as 26 April, both 
the nazi Nationaldemokratische  Partei 
Deutschlands (NPD) and its youth offshoot, 
the Junge Nationaldemokraten (JN), were 
announcing plans to stage their 1 May event — 
‘ appropriately — in Niirnberg. The planned 
themes of the “Niirnberg rally” were “against 
the dismantling of the German welfare 
system” and “against the system and capital”. 

These fake-left slogans have become part 
of the fabric of the politics of both the NPD 
and the JN in recent months. In the event, the 
nazi demonstration was banned along with all 
other marches, including the traditional 
demonstrations by the trade unions and Social 
Democrats. 

The Berlin march was a different affair. It 
had full official permission and the gathering, 
ostensibly organised by the JN, was attended 
by representatives of both the legal and illegal 
nazi structures. Among those present were 
Holger Apfel, leader of the JN, Thomas 
“Steiner” Wulff, leader of the banned 
Nationale Liste in Hamburg and right-hand 
man and bodyguard of the nazi leader

Christian Worch, as well as Oliver 
Schweigert, a leading Berlin nazi activist. 
The main slogan was “German jobs for 
German workers”. 

The nazi demonstration passed without any 
opposition, except for about 50 trade union- 
ists who rallied to Marzahn. Although the 
autonomous movement held its traditional 
“revolutionary 1 May” demonstration in near- 
by Prenzlauer Berg, attended by around 5,000 
people, the “revolutionary” organisers did not 
see fit to inform participants about the nazi 
demonstrations or to mobilise against it. This 
was despite the fact that anti-fascists had sent 
faxes about the exact location of the nazi 
parade to more than 30 organisations during 
the previous 36 hours. 

The autonomous demonstration ended up 
in what has become an annual exercise in 
stone throwing against the police, who went 
into action with batons and water cannons in 
Prenzlauer Berg, while the nazis were able to 
claim a major political victory. 

The events underlined the very real crisis of 
the German anti-fascist movement, especially 
its greatly reduced capacity to mobilise large 
numbers. It is no longer fashionable to be an 
active anti-fascist and fewer and fewer young 


people are replenishing the large numbers of 
good activists who have dropped out because 
they are burnt out or demoralised, or are 
retreating into private life. 

The worst aspect of the nazi performance in 
Marzahn, a major electoral stronghold for the 
left-wing Party of Democratic Socialism 
(PDS), is that the local PDS mayor, Harald 
Buttler, supported the granting of permission 
for the march. Buttler told the daily paper 
Junge Welt that it was better that there was no 
confrontation because the fascists had wanted 
to make a provocation in a “red stronghold” 
and were thus best ignored. 

Buttler added disgracefully: “Of course, I 
cannot share the demand to create jobs only 
for Germans. But the fact is that German 
youngsters round here cannot get work. In 
Marzahn we have more than 1,800 young 
people sitting on the mountain of the jobless”. 

Buttler’s remarks are a tremendous hostage 
to fortune and signify the depth of the 
massive rightwards shift in German society. 
They echo a recent statement by a leader of 
the German building workers’ union in 
Berlin, labelling foreign workers, who are 
paid far less than proper union rates and are 
often employed illegally by unscrupulous 
construction firms or labour agencies, as 
“parasites” and “cancerous”, instead of 
mobilising the members of his union to 
launch a battle for proper payment and 
conditions for all workers in the industry, 
irrespective of nationality. 

As a commentary in the daily Tax made 
clear: “This kind of language ... lays the 
ground for pogroms”.

Australian fascists accused of brainwashing 


Australian members of parliament 
A have demanded an enquiry into a tiny 

far-right group accused by former 
leaders of brainwashing, fraud, anti-Jewish 
smear campaigns, espionage and links to 
American criminals. 

In May 1994 the Citizens’ Electoral 
Councils (CECs), Australian disciples of the 
jailed US fascist Lyndon LaRouche, expelled 
two leading operatives, Don Veitch and John 
Seale. Since then, both have dedicated them- 
selves to sabotaging LaRouche’s Australian 
operations. 

Veitch wrote two documents detailing life 
in the Citizens’ Electoral Councils. His 
claims have been backed up by a host of 
other defectors, who have exposed the cult- 
like atmosphere in newspaper and television 
interviews, and have prompted calls by two 
Labor MPs for an investigation into the 
group. 

According to Veitch, leading US LaRouche 
operatives entered Australia on visitors’ visas 
to direct fundraising programmes, as well as 
coordinate spying and black propaganda cam- 
paigns against leading Jewish community fig- 
ures and businesspeople. 

Thousands of dollars were wasted on cor- 
porate searches, which, it was hoped, would 
confirm LaRouchite theories about the Jewish 


years) bear little relation to the size of the 
group itself: there are fewer than 50 members 
throughout Australia, according to some 
defectors. 

The low membership is hardly surprising 
given the group’s rigorous internal life. 
According to Veitch, every recruit is grilled 
about their sex life. LaRouche’s legendary 
hatred of mothers is at the core of this — 
recruits are asked whether their mothers ever 
made “sexual overtures” to them. Members 
are expected to confess personal experiences 
in areas such as “alcoholism, drug abuse, 
criminal convictions, abortion, adopting-out, 
attempted suicide, incest, beatings, homosex- 
uality (lesbianism), even onanism”. 

Veitch details a scene where one benighted 
member, Kelvin Heslop, tearfully confessed 
his sins. “I changed, why can’t you?” Heslop 
ranted at Seale. “I denied it for a long time, 
but they kept on telling me. I kept on denying 
it, I denied it for two hours and then I finally 
admitted it. It’s true I masturbate. But now 
I’m cured.” 

If members disagree with the leadership, 
they are considered to be “blocked”. They are 
“unblocked” via special LaRouche techniques 
of harassment and intimidation. 

According to Veitch, “On a number of 
occasions, the entire [Melbourne] office has

control of organised crime. Libellous docu- 
ments targeting Jewish community figures 
were also distributed throughout Melbourne 
suburbs with high numbers of Jewish resi- 
dents. One such target, the Jewish community 
and Labor Party activist Michael Danby, 
forced the CECs in the first week of March to 
apologise and pay his legal costs, believed to 
be in the order of $80,000 (£42,000). 

One US LaRouche organiser, Herb Quinde, 
was accused by the two Labor MPs of having 
links to anti-Basque death squads. When this 
allegation was put to CEC leader Craig 
Isherwood on Australian television, he at first 
denied it, then, when pressed, would only 
answer “no comment”. 

The call for an enquiry came during the 
election campaign and was tentatively backed 
by the then Opposition. Even if the enquiry 
does not proceed, it is likely that the new con- 
servative government will stop US LaRouche 
operatives continuing to meddle in internal 
politics while on visitors’ visas. 

The money to pay for the hate campaigns 
came from high-pressure fundraising tech- 
niques. Promising recruits were sent to work 
in the “boiler room”, ringing targets around 
the clock, seeking subscriptions to magazines 
and pressuring for money. Some contacts 
gave as much as £5,000 to £10,000 at a time. 
Donations have fallen dramatically since the 
expulsions. 

The vast quantities of money raised by the 
group (up to £1 million over the past two 
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flown to Leesburg, USA [the LaRouche head- 
quarters] for extensive ‘training’. The CEC 
trips to America are not for developing politi- 
cal contacts nor consultation with American 
cadres on political tactics, policy making, for 
in fact the Australian members, on arrival in 
the USA, are generally quarantined from poli- 
cy-making processes and operations. The two 
weeks of lectures are a cover for more in- 
depth counselling of selected members at 
headquarters in the USA ... Leesburg consid- 
ers Australia as offal from the British Empire 
and its inhabitants as ‘head cases’. Hence the 
‘need’ for extensive LaRouche psycho- 
analysis and treatment.” 

With parents now publicly complaining 
about CEC abduction of their children, the 
collapse of fundraising and the potential bar 
on US visitors, we may very well be seeing 
the end of the LaRouche movement’s bizarre 
six-year foray into Australia. 

The CEC has responded typically, claiming 
that the exposures are coordinated by the 
nefarious international opponents of 
“American statesman Lyndon LaRouche”. 
Isherwood made this a central issue in his 
campaign for a parliamentary seat in the 
recent federal elections. He polled less than 
one per cent. Still, what can you expect of 
offal from the British Empire? 


Speaking of offal, the recent elections saw 
some disturbing gains for Australian racism. 
Besides the CECs, three racist parties — the 


neo-nazi National Action, the more main- 


stream Australians Against ‘Further 
Immigration (AAFI) and an AAFI breakaway 
group, Restore Australia: Reduce 


Immigration — contested the poll. None of the 
groups won seats, although AAFI polled 
30,000 and 50,000 votes in the Victoria and 
New South Wales Senate contests. 

Four mainstream candidates faced serious 
allegations of racism during the campaign — 
Pauline Hanson of the Liberal Party, Bob 
Burgess and Bob Katter of the National Party 
(the Liberal and National parties are 
Australia’s leading conservative parties), and 
Graeme Campbell, a former Labor MP 
expelled from the party after addressing an 
AAFI meeting. 

Campbell had previously earned nation- 
wide notoriety when he joked about a state 
funeral for the then Prime Minister Paul 
Keating at a rally of the antisemitic League of 
Rights. He contested the election as an inde- 
pendent, and despite a scandal in the last 
week, when a letter from a supporter used a 
derogatory racist term to describe Aboriginal 
women, he was returned to parliament. 

Hanson lost Liberal Party endorsement 
after previous statements she had made 
attacking Aborigines came to light during the 
election campaign. As the conservative candi- 
date in one of Queensland’s safest Labor 
seats, her disendorsement was widely seen as 
a hollow gesture by her party leadership. The 
voters of Oxley did not see it that way, how- 
ever, and swept her into office with a massive 
23 per cent swing. The day after the election 
she vowed to represent “‘all white Australians 

. but not Aboriginals and Torres Strait 
Islanders”. 

Campbell and Hanson may now form an 
alliance in parliament. 

Fellow Queenslander Burgess found him- 
self at the centre of a number of controver- 
sies, especially when he described citizenship 
ceremonies as “de-wogging ceremonies”. He 
did not win his seat, but his vote did increase. 

Katter came to Burgess’s defence, arguing 
that he was under attack from “feminazis, 
environazis and slanty-eyed ideologues”. In 
the ensuing uproar, Katter denied racist 
intent: his “slanty-eyes” belonged to squint- 
ing, suspicious ideologues, he said, not 
Asians. This may very well be true — certainly 
the context supported Katter’s defence. But 
one could not help but suspect that his 
injudicious wording sent quite a clear mes- 
sage to redneck voters in the far north of 
Queensland, where both Katter and Burgess 
are based. 

Such a suspicion was later confirmed when 
Katter claimed that only the very rich and 
Aborigines could afford to send their children 
to sixth form in high school. Despite his 
denial of racism, his message was not particu- 
larly coded: Aborigines are better off than 
working class whites, even if the establish- 
ment will never admit it. 

It would appear, however, that plenty of 
working class whites find this a message with 
some appeal. Like the other three candidates, 
Katter increased his vote.

A new racist populism grows 


ow that Kansas Senator Bob Dole has 
Ne the Republican presidential pri- 

maries and faces an uphill battle to 
beat President Clinton, some analysts have 
declared the right-wing insurgency over. 
They are wrong. 

The seeming eclipse of the Republican 
Party’s prospects is exactly the reverse of what 
America’s political punditocracy predicted just 
one year ago. Then conservative Republicans 
were exulted from winning the 1994 elections, 
while liberals and Democrats lay prostrated. 
Clinton looked like a whipped dog. 

Conflict between Buchananites and main- 
stream conservative supporters of Dole, how- 
ever, has left the presumptive nominee 15 to 
20 points behind Clinton in the opinion polls. 
Buchanan’s support for tariffs broke with 
conservative orthodoxy on free trade and 
fractured the movement. Dole, a traditional 
Republican, whose home state of Kansas has 
been Republican since it was an anti-slavery 
bastion before the Civil War, has never been a 
right-wing favourite. Now the punditocracy 
has dug a grave for his campaign before there 
is even a body to fill it. 

They are wrong, however. Dole’s campaign 
is far from dead. Its underlying strength 
comes from Clinton’s underlying weakness, 
as well as continued vitality on the right. 
Establishment conservatism — like John 
Major’s Toryism or Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s 
Kaiserism — may be mortally wounded in the 
USA. But a new racist populism — like that of 
the Austrian fascist Jorg Haider or the French 
Front National leader Jean Marie Le Pen — is 
growing up beside it. Because of America’s 
so-called two-party system, the new move- 
ment is currently within the Republican Party, 
although it is not confined to it. 

For example, whoever wins the election on 
5 November, on 6 November the Republican 
- Party’s leadership in both the House of 
Representatives and the Senate will be in the 
hands of a new generation of Southerners. 
They were elected to office by a mass defec- 
tion of white voters from the Democratic 
Party because of its perceived past support 
for black civil rights. Behind Congressman 
Newt Gingrich (from Georgia) and Senator 
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Trent Lott (from Mississippi) are dozens of 
representatives elected precisely because they 
cater to racism and reaction. The old guard of 
Midwestern Republicanism of small busi- 
nessmen and farmers is passing away. 

In the same manner, leadership of the con- 
servative movement is changing. During the 
Reagan and Bush years, neo-conservatives 
such as William Kristol and Norman 
Podhoretz, the movement’s godfather, cou- 
pled their fervent anti-communism with limit- 
ed support for social welfare mechanisms and 
universal human rights rhetoric. Former Cold 
War liberals in the 1950s and 1960s, they 
brought a legalistic sense of individual rights 
to conservatives who never completely shed 
their preferences for Anglo-Saxon group priv- 
ileges. Neo-conservatives served as the White 
House’s intelligentsia, a sort of late twentieth 
century version of the “court Jews”: accruing 
personal perquisites while the rights of their 
co-religionists were under attack. In an article 
in the March issue of Commentary, his 
monthly mouthpiece, Podhoretz declared vic- 
tory and then signed the neo-conservatives’ 
death certificate. He argued that success win- 
ning the Cold War and capturing the conser- 
vative movement’s commanding heights had 
rendered neo-conservatives, as such, obsolete. 
Now they could be conservatives, he 
declared, just like all other conservatives. 

It is true that neo-conservatives now con- 
trol many of the right’s largest funding 





sources and have seized the almighty Heritage 
Foundation, the largest of the conservative 
think tanks. But they have been left marooned 
by the rank and file, with only their maga- 
zines and policy proposals for company. 

They were horrified, for example, at Pat 
Buchanan’s success in the primaries. The 
America First ultra-nationalism and xenopho- 
bia of his constituency is far removed from 
their rarefied cultural critiques. (It was after 
all fear of the “mob” character of the 1960s 
new left which sent them careering to the 
right.) Neo-conservatives started attacking 
Buchanan as an extremist, prompting even 
Bob Dole (then fighting to keep his candidacy 
alive) to join in the vilification. 

But if the Conservative Political Action 
Conference (CPAC) last February is any 
guide, the neo-conservatives’ indictment of 
Buchanan did not win them any friends on 
the right. There speaker after speaker rose to 
say “hands off Buchanan”. While most of the 
platform speakers claimed they did not sup- 
port Buchanan, many of the conference’s 
1,500 participants did. 

If think tanks such as Heritage or the 
American Enterprise Institute are the conser- 
vative movement’s house, CPAC meetings 
are its cellar, where leftover ideological wall- 
paper strips and roofing tiles are tangled 
around organisational pipelines. The keys are 
kept by David Keene, who doubles as confer- 
ence chairman in addition to his chairmanship 
of the American Conservative Union. Last 
February, he stuffed the conference speaker 
list full of anti-tax free marketeers with just a 
couple of neo-conservatives for variety. Phil 
Gramm, a former economic professor turned 
Texas senator, received the conference’s 
“Ronald Reagan” award. Keene told partici- 
pants that conservatives should be defined by 
their commitment to property rights and 
Opposition to government. Buchanan’s call 
for tariffs violated both counts. 

Only Pat Buchanan’s sister and campaign 
manager, Angela “Bay” Buchanan, and the 
racial nationalist Sam Francis got the podium 
to argue for their new populism as an alterna- 
tive to traditional monied conservatism. 

But Keene left the door gpen for a future 
conservative move in Buchanan’s direction. 
This is the same CPAC that supported the 
apartheid regime in South Africa and excori- 
ated George Bush for being insufficiently 
anti-abortion. Already the Buchananites have 
forced neo-conservatives such as Nathan 
Glazer, once a respected liberal intellectual, 
to adopt their anti-immigrant politics. 

The Buchananites are the conservative 
movement’s cutting edge. Keene and the 
CPAC will follow behind or eventually 
become irrelevant. Neo-conservatives are 
already irrelevant, regardless of whether Bob 
Dole or Bill Clinton wins next November.
